Two canners’ association meetings in Chicago next 
week, the Illinois Association at the Grand Pacific, on 
Tuesday, at 10 a. m., and the Western Packers’ 
Canned Goods Association, at the Great Northern,*on 
Thursday morning at 10:30. It seems hardly neces- 
sary, in view of the interesting canned goods situa- 
tion to urge the packers of the Middle West to be in 
attendance. They know what these meetings mean in 
practical value. 

Lake commerce during the month of August, 1909, 
as indicated by the figures of total domestic shipments 
from all lake ports, was larger than during any month 
for which reports have been received by the bureau 
of statistics of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. The August shipments in the domestic trade 
of all kinds of merchandise aggregated 12,543,057 net 
tons, compared with 10,065,449 net tons shipped dur- 
ing August, 1908, and 12,125,459 net tons shipped 
during August, 1907, the latter figure being the largest 
monthly total heretofore recorded by the bureau. 


General business is very active in all parts of the 
United States. For instance, Bradstreet’s weekly re- 
view of trade says that “Favorable reports are the 
rule on nearly all lines of trade and industry, with con- 
servatism bred by high prices on raw and manu- 
factured products and full order books of manufac- 
turers the only apparent bars to an even wider distri- 
bution in most wholesale lines. Wholesale trade in 
staple lines is good beyond question. Shortage of cars 
in special lines is more in evidence in transportation 
than for two years past.” Dun’s general review of 
business puts the case even stronger, saying that 
“From every large business center throughout the 
country come reports of progressive improvement in 
trade. In most instances the reports are more than 
satisfactory; they speak of a present and prospective 
increase in activity that is indicative of a return to 
even more than normal advances. In some cases the 
volume of trade is described as equal to or in excess 
of previous records.” Dun’s weekly review of trade 
in the Chicago district says: “Conditions generally ex- 
hibit remarkable strength throughout the leading in- 
dustries, and there is no exhaustion of commitments 
adding to the assured accumulation of forward work 
in manufacturing. * * * Transactions in the whole- 
sale branches of staple merchandise presented more 
numerous reservations for distant needs.”

carelessness of the press of the country in pub- 

lishing as fact false stories concerning the 
: purity and wholesomeness of canned goods will 
unquestionably favor the adoption of some plan for 
making the newspapers exercise greater care with 
what they publish regarding a subject of which it is 
no reflection upon them to suggest that they are pro- 
foundly ignorant. 

There seems to have been quite an outbreak recently 
of false press statements concerning canned goods. 
The publication of such damaging matter has recurred 
during the last two or three months with a frequency 
naturally distressing to packers, who would be glad to 
see effective measures adopted for teaching caution 
to a press which, until the Publicity Committee com- 
menced its commendable campaign, had been permitted 
to deal damaging blows to the canning industry, while 
virtually no attempt was made to check their assaults. 

Tue CANNER believes that this matter is of suffi- 
cient importance to deserve the attention of the Fed- 
eral food officials, particularly Dr. Wiley, whose name 
carries far more influence than that of anybody who 
has participated in the food reform movement in this 
country. We suggest that it be made the subject of a 
special bulletin—an official’ pronouncement of some 
kind. Dr. Wiley and others are on record as declaring 


Tse who have taken note nf the apparent 
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that canned foods are pure, wholesome and in all re- 
spects worthy of the consumer’s entire confidence. 
They have pronounced canned vegetables and fruits 
good to eat, and we know that there is no better food 
obtainable. The highest authorities have also gone on 
record as to the economic value of canned goods, de- 
claring that the process of hermetically sealing vegeta- 
bles and fruits has put the choicest foods within the 
reach of all, regardless of income. All this being true, 
the government should lend a hand to stop the news- 
papers from publishing items every one of which 
strikes a blow at the canning industry, lessening its 
usefulness and, by scaring consumers so that they fear 
to eat canned goods, doing an injustice to the public, 
who, for health and pocketbook’s sake, should be en- 
couraged to consume more rather than less of the 
products of the orchards and fields preserved for all- 
the-year-around use by the most perfect method that 
science has yet developed. 

THE CANNER is Of the opinion that a great deal of 
good would come from sending out a government 
bulletin calling the attention of the press to the purity 
and wholesomenes of canned goods and the damage 
done to one of the country’s big and most deserving 
industries by their ignorant and careless publication 
of items which seldom have even a foundation on fact.

herself on the laws of hygiene. The average ice-box is a 
charnel house, which not only holds death, but spreads it. 
And, too, many housekeepers allow disorder and uncleanliness 
to prevail in their kitchens and larders through ignorance or 
indifference. 

If they will give over the telephone habit, personally super- 
vise their marketing, kitchens and larders, the present, as well 
as the future citizen will be more useful to the community 
and nation. 

Every few days an ice-box should be fumigated and disin- 
fected with formaldehyde or sulphur. The mere washing out 
with hot water does not do. 

If the accomplished doctor, whose activities for 
the purification of the country’s, food supply have won 
him extraordinary popularity with the fair sex, 
doesn’t have cause to regret the above expressions, 
which will doubtless be construed by many as an “at- 
tack,” we miss our guess.

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When Indiana and Missouri have a very short tomato 
pack it means a shortage for the entire Middle West, they 
being the leading tomato states in this section of the coun- 
try. Missouri last year packed 546,000 cases and Indiana 
1,126,000 cases. Missouri’s crop this year was virtually a 
failure and that state will have a limited output, and 
Indiana has, according to the best estimates, but between 
50 and 60 per cent of an average pack. Ohio also is/short 
on tomatoes, and Ohio, let it be remembered, packed last 
year 406,000 cases. 

THE CANNER is in receipt this week of some interesting 
private advices on the Indiana and Ohio tomato pack. One 
report from Indianapolis says: ‘‘We have recently made a 
personal visit to the tomato factories of Indiana and a few 
in Ohio, and while we can only make an estimate, we 
believe that these two states will close the season’s pack 
with a shortage of fully 40 per cent from last year. The 
volume of corn packed in Indiana is as large as last year; 
the acreage, however, and yield were much more, but a 
great amount thrown out as being undesirable for packing.’’ 


A second advice, also from Indianapolis, says: ‘‘The 
tomato packing season is practically over, and I don’t 
believe the total will amount to more than half a million 


eases. There has been no frost, but with a few exceptions 
no tomatoes have been packed in Indiana for the past ten 
days. 

‘*The pack in Ohio did not amount to much. The pack 
of corn in Ohio was very good; in fact, it might be called a 
full pack. However, the demand from the East has been 
very heavy and most of the Ohio corn has been sold. There 
are a few packers who have on hand 2,000 or 3,000 cases 
which they are holding at 70c. I have sold a good deal of 
corn this week, both Ohio and Indiana pack, but it has been 
sold principally for jobbers who bought it at 5744¢ and were 
willing to take in a small profit and let it go. There is a 
good demand for standard corn at 65c, with nothing offer- 
ing at less than 674%4c. I am not in position to make any 
comparison, because the statistics have not been gathered, 
but I think the corn pack in Ohio will be quite in excess of 
last year. In Indiana I think the pack will be much less 
than last season.’’ 

Ohio. 

An Ohio packer writes that ‘‘The pack of tomatoes and 
corn in Ohio this year will run considerably below last year’s 
figures, just how much would be hard to estimate, but I 
know of several Ohio canners who are in the market for 
corn and tomatoes to enable them to fill their orders. As 
for ourselves, our pack this year is 80 per cent of last year’s 
pack, although we had 220 acres of tomatoes this year 
against 175 acres last year.’’ 

Another well posted Ohio packer writes THE CANNER 
under date of October 9: ‘‘The crop of both corn 
and tomatoes is under an average. On tomatoes we have 
had about 40 per cent of an average crop, and on corn

probably not to exceed 60 per cent. As far as we have 

been able to learn, throughout the state of Ohio both the 

corn and tomato crops have been short of average expecta. 

tions, with possibly a few isolated exceptions.’’ 
Colorado. 

THE CANNER is in receipt of the following under date of 
October 9 on the Colorado tomato pack: ‘‘Last year the 
tomato crop was practically a failure in this state, but this 
year we have probably had the largest pack in the history 
of the canning business here. More factories were operated 
and a much larger acreage was planted, resulting in a pack 
of not less than 100,000 to 125,000 cases.’’ 

Delaware. 

A private advice just to hand from one of the best postea 
packers in Delaware says: ‘‘The tomato pack in Delaware, in 
our judgment, will not equal the pack of last year in this 
State. There are several factories that did not operate at 
all this year, and one of the largest in the state is about 
50,000 eases short of the pack made in that factory last 
year; and several other factories are short of last season’s 
pack. Some factories have exceeded the pack of last year, 
but the excess, in our judgment, will not equal the decrease, 
so that the total pack for the state will not be more, if 
indeed quite as much, as the pack last year. The season is 
now ended. All factories closed down. We have it from 
good authority that the pack in Baltimore city will not 
equal last season’s pack. The state of Maryland, as a whole, 
will come considerably short of the pack of last season. 
The Tri-State Packers’ Association will gather their statis- 
ties for a meeting at Wilmington, Del., on the 28th inst.’’ 

Maryland. 

The output of tomatoes in Maryland is all-important in 
its effect on the total pack, but it is too early to know with 
certainty how Maryland’s production compares in size with 
1908, but advices to THE CANNER from that state are never- 
theless very interesting. We have this from Baltimore, for 
instance: ‘‘So tar as we can judge, we should say that

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the pack of tomatoes is about equal to that of last year, 
while the pack of corn was only about 50 to 60 per cent. 
Corn packing is over, and while the tomato packing is vir- 
tually over, there are some being packed yet in a straggling 
way.’’ The foregoing was under date of Oetober 8. Under 
date of "October 9 a well informed canned goods man of 
Caroline county, Maryland, wrote us: ‘‘We think you are 
just a little early in getting an estimate of the pack of 
tomatoes which would be worth anything. The packing 
season is not entirely closed yet, although there will be few 
packed today and possibly some houses will run Monday, 
which will close the season. We know this much, at least 
two counties on the Eastern shore will give a pack in excess 
of last year’s, and at least three counties will fall below 
last year’s pack; but we are unable to give any figures which 
would be of any value.’’ 

A Baltimore letter to THE CANNER dated October 8, from 
one of the best posted men in the country on the Maryland 
tomato situation, says that ‘‘ Nearly all of the best posted 
men in the business, who we always depend on for our 
information, figure out that the total pack of tomatoes in 
Maryland and Delaware will be fully 25 per cent less than 
it was in 1908, possibly more than that, and that the pack of 
corn in Maryland will be 40 per cent short of the pack in 
1908. Since receiving your letter we have called up over 
the long distance telephone some reliable packers of toma- 
toes and corn and talked with them along the lines of your 
letter, and they all agree, all the same, with what we said 
above.’’ 

Regarding the size of the Maryland tomato pack, THE 
CANNER has received the following additional advice from 
one who is exceptionally well informed on conditions there: 
‘‘While it is true that some few of the packers had a 
larger pack than last season, a great many of them had very 
small packs. As a whole, we do not believe the pack in 
this county (Harford) will equal last year’s; the corn pack 
will not equal one-half of last season’s. A great many toma- 
toes have been sold and we believe, as a whole, more than 
half of the goods packed have already been sold and 
shipped. ’’ 

Tomatoes—There is very little to report on the tomato 
market in addition to our report in the last issue. Balti- 
mores were offered in the early part of this week, and we 
understand confirmations were had, on full standards at 
60c, Baltimore rate of freight guaranteed, while other pack- 
ers are holding from 62%4e to 65ce. Indiana packers have not 
receded from their position. The lowest prices named on full 
standard is 75¢ to 77\4e, f. o. b. factory, but we do not learn 
of much business at these prices, due to the low figures 
named by Eastern packers. Ohio packers are naming prices 
slightly below the Indiana market, but, as previously stated, 
jobbers are confining their purchases almost entirely to the 
Maryland pack. Eastern gallons are quoted from $1.85, 
f. o. b. East, up to $2.40, according to quality. The low price 
at which jobbers in Chicago, in fact throughout the coun- 
try, have been able to purchase Baltimore tomatoes has 
handicapped the sale of Indiana goods, but Indiana packers 
are not pushing sales; only quietly waiting for the market 
to advance, which they believe it will do, unless the packers 
in the Tri-States territory prevent a rise by continuing to 
make sales in the East at cheap prices, which it is suggested 
they may do, having sold less than the usual quantity of 
futures. It is the consensus of opinion that an advance 
must come though, whether it be sooner or later. 

Corn—Chicago jobbers are not displaying an active inter- 





est in corn. They are buying some, but are not taking hog 
as actively as the country jobbers, who, reports indicate 
are taking in a good deal of the new pack. Western pack. 
ers as a whole maintain their ground, although there were 
reports of Wisconsin corn sold during the week as low gy 
6244c factory, and also Indiana and Ohio packing quoted gy 
that basis. lowa packers hold firm, with 67%e the lowest 
price we have heard on standard grade packed in state 
Illinois packers remain firm in their views, offering nothj ; 
under 67%e, f. o. b. factory. Maine advices indicate that 
some packers will deliver about 60 per cent of their ep. 
tracts, while it is reported some will run even over that 
The situation in that state is discussed very fully by po 
special correspondent at Portland in this issue. 

Every holder of corn should read the interview with My 
Dutton in this issue of THE CANNER. He puts the statistic) 
position of corn strongly, but who will say that he puts it 
too strongly? He shows the great difference in the output 
made by the falling off of the pack in the four states of 
Maine, Maryland, New York and Iowa, and when he estj- 
mates that some of .those states have produced this season 
but 50 or 60 per cent of the quantity of corn they turned out 
last year, he is but taking the same estimate which others 
are making use of when calculating the production of canned 
corn this year. Doubtless some who see the production of 
such an important factor in corn-canning as Iowa figured 
at only about 660,000 cases, the Maryland pack at approxi- 
mately 500,000, Maine’s output at less than 600,000, and the 
pack of New York state at only 310,000 cases, will find it 
difficult to believe, especially when they harken back to 
the year 1906, when New York’s total pack of corn was 
1,101,000 cases, Maine’s (including Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire) 1,078,000, Maryland’s 795,000, and Iowa’s output 
1,593,000 cases, that there could be such a shrinkage. It is 
true that the estimated packs in these states for this year 
are extremely small as compared with the figures for 1906, 
yet when it is considered what scant encouragement com 
canners have received during the past three or four years, it 
isn’t to be wondered at that they are operating on corn on 
such a tremendously diminished scale; and the fact that 
the past season was very unfavorable over the greater 
portion of the states mentioned was an additional cause 
for the large reduction in their total output. Under stress 
of very unfavorable market conditions, the depression in 
selling prices continuing over a long period, the packers 
reduced their acreage each succeeding season, culminating in 
the smallest acreage in 1909 that has been planted in sweet 
corn in a number of year—and on top of that bad weather 
and a poor yield. There is no lack of evidence of the 
strength of the position of corn; something comes to light 
daily showing that it is situated so as to be in line for 
higher prices. For instance, the representative of a Los 
Angeles brokerage house has been scouring the Central West 
for corn to go to the Pacific coast to replace that which 
packers who usually supply large quantities to that part of 
the country were unable to deliver on account of the redue- 
tion in their pack this year. His efforts, we understand, 
have not been very successful, because he found that in 
Iowa and other Western States there was very little corm 
unsold in packers’ hands, while most of that was being held 
for a figure above the current quotations. THz CANNER has 
also just learned of the resale in the East at 8214¢, deliv- 
ered, of a medium sized block of corn which three months 
ago had been sold at 65c per dozen, f. o. b. Illinois factory.

As for 
business, it is very quiet as usual at this time of the year, 
when sales of packers’ cans are confined to orders for 3s and 
10s for pumpkin and apples, which this season will be small 
packs,

Epirork CANNER: ‘The canned goods market during the past 
week has strengthened considerably and, although the price hag 
not advanced, the pack is over and all reports from Indiana 
packers show a short pack, even shorter than last year, both 
corn and tomatoes. 

Eastern packers continue to quote standard No. 3 tomatoes 
at 6214c, with Baltimore rate. of freight, but even on this 
basis the buying is only to cover immediate requirements, while 
the larger packers are holding for 7Q¢ and 72%e, factory. 

Corn is firmer, if anything, and the market may be quoted at 
62l%4¢ to 65e, according to quality. There is very little being 
offered at these prices, however, because those who have any 
corn on hand at all are holding for higher prices. The de- 
mand for Country Gentleman corn is good and the price at 
which packers are holding is 80e, factory. 

Pumpkin is attracting some attention just now. This article 
seems to be very scarce this season and a number of canners 
are not putting any up this year. We hear of standard No, 3 
being offered at 50e and No. 10 at $1.60, factory.

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 9, 1909. 

Epirok CANNER: The fleet carrying the pack of Alaska 
salmon is all in port and only a few more shipments remain 
in the North. The bulk of the pack has arrived a few weeks 
sooner than has been the case in the past, as the result of ef- 
forts made by the packers to make early deliveries. Jobbers’ 
stocks were so low, as a result of the scarcity of red salmon last 
summer, that they demanded deliveries at the earliest’ possible 
momert, and already many shipments have gone forth, both 
by rail and steamship. Some large cargoes have been sent, 
both from San Francisco and Seattle, by boat for the United 
Kingdom. Most of the brokers are now all sold out on all 
grades except pink salmon, and this is moving encouragingly. 

Sockeyes—Talls, $1.35; flats, $1.50; halves, $1. The short 
pack on the Fraser river of this grade and the shortage of the 
usual allotment of Alaska reds for the United Kingdom has 
created an unexpected demand from this foreign market for 
the sockeyes packed on Puget sound, and as a consequence the 
large pack is moving out more rapidly than was anticipated. 
The price established was lower than jobbers expected, and 
this, too, has had its results in increased purchases in the do- 
mestie market. One big broker is all sold out on sockeye talls, 
but stocks on hand are still sufficient for all requirements. 

Alaska Reds—Talls, $1.15; flats, $1.35; halves, 85¢. Many 
buyers who failed to make provisions for their requirements 
earlier in the season are now in bad position and are able to 
pick up only small lots. 

Medium Reds—Talls, $1.05; flats, $1.20; halves, 70e. The 
Alaska pack of this grade is all placed. A Seattle broker says, 
‘‘Our pack of medium reds from Alaska is all sold. The Puget 
sound pack is not yet complete, and it is hard to estimate at 
this date just what its size will be, but we have enough orders 
placed, we’ believe, to more than cover the production.

Pinks—This grade continues to move well. At its price it is 
recognized as about the cheapest good food product on the 
market, and jobbers seem to appreciate the opportunity of 
opularizing it among the trade on account of this fact. The 
rice enables the salmon to be placed on the retailer’s shelf at 
10¢e a pound can, after allowing middlemen a good profit. 

Chums—Talls, 574%4e. Figures coming in show that the pack 
of this grade was larger in Alaska than was first supposed. The 
demand is only normal and there will be plenty of stocks on 
hand for all purposes. SOCKEYE. 


New York, Oct. 11, 1909. 


Eprror CANNER: More interest has developed in the canned 
goods trade during the week and the tendency of prices has 
been upward in a number of different lines, particularly those 
which are most wanted at this season. Conditions, as a whole, 
are not essentially different, excepting in so far as there is more 
inquiry and, in some instances, considerably more demand. 
As a whole, the market is better. Practically everyone con- 
eedes that much, though perhaps all are not sufficiently san- 
guine to admit, or believe, that the present desirable condi- 
tions will last indefinitely. 

The market for stace gallon apples is unsettled, but the 
tendency of prices is upward because of the short pack. De- 
mand inereases, but offerings are light. Some authorities say 
that the pack will not go over 40 per cent of the normal. The 
crop is short and much of the fruit is small and imperfect. It 
may be possible to buy in some quarters at $2.50, f. ce. b. fac- 
tory, but a number of packers are asking $2.75, and some have 
in reality withdrawn from the market at present asking, $3 
f. 0. b. factory. On the spot, supplies are in very small com- 
pass, and it is impossible to buy below $2.65 ex-store. Sales 
of a number of thousand cases of Maine gallons have been 
made here within the week at $2.20, f. o. b., and because of 
the scarcity of state stock demand for Maine packing is fairly 
active. Southern gallons are strong at $2.10, regular terms, 
f. o. b., and the tendency is higher. The supply of canning fruit 
is small. 

For California fruits on the spot there is a steady, though 
not an active, demand and sales are chiefly of small lots to fill 
assortments of dealers. The market is firm in sympathy with 
conditions prevailing on the coast. 

Because of the small crop, southern pears are firm and the 
tendency is toward a higher level. Conditions favor holders in 
all positions, though not many large sales have been made 
recently. 

Baltimore peaches, in pies and second grades, are meeting 
with a fair demand and the market is firm. Not much business 
has been done, excepting in a small way, or, perhaps it would 
be better to say, in small lots. 

Offerings of what purport to be full standard Maryland No. 3 
tomatoes are made at 60c, regular terms, f. o. b. factory, but a 
good many packers are still holding out at 6214c, regular 
terms, f. 0. b. A few want still more money, though buyers 
will not pay it. The fine weather the past week or ten days 
and the absence of frost have helped packers wonderfully in the 
Tri-State section. It is probable that the shortage will be 
much less than was reported. 

New York State and Southern corn is very scarce. Some 
Maryland Maine style might be picked up at 70ce, f. o. b. 
factory, but even at 72%e offerings are light. The pack, 
according to advices received here, is very short. One packer 





New York 
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is said to have bought 3,000,000 cans and has 2,000,000. left 
at the end of the season. Another, who usually puts up about 
180,000 eases, has packed only 31,000 cases this year. In 
New York State the packing season is virtually over and the 
estimated output does not exceed 50 per.cent of the average. 
Few packers have anything left to sell and they are demanding 
75e, regular terms, f. o. b. factory, for what little, they have. 
Considerable Ohio corn has been sold for delivery here .at ,65c, 
f. o.. b., and there is more offered at the same price... The 
quality of. much of it is said to be only fair standard. 

Peas are quiet and the market has not changed since last 
week. If low priced standards were procurable, probably a 
good many would be bought, but it is difficult to obtain them 
and buying is only in relatively small lots. 

Some spinach is still being packed in Baltimore, but for the 
present the spot market is bare of No. 3s, which seems to be 
in active demand. The supplies of all sizes are rather light. 

Stocks of red Alaska salmon in all hands on the spot are 
small, and though a cargo aggregating 25,000 cases is on the 
way here, every buyer is insisting upon having a few hundred 
cases. This demand creates a very active market: for what 
little stock is available. Most buyers are unable to cover, 
however, though they offer up to $1.40 for outside brands, 
The market for pinks shows an advancing tendency. In fact, 
70e seems to be about the figure on spot goods now. Some 
holders concede a bit, however, under some circumstances, and 
offer goods at 68c. A good demand is reported and up-state 
dealers are said to have acquired a considerable quantity 
already. Chinooks are searce:and sales are made in smal] lots 
only, while trade is demanding larger supplies all the time. 
Sockeye occupies much the same position and prices tend up- 
ward on the small lots available. 

The sardine situation has scarcely changed since last week. 
Eastport reports a light run of fish and packers still withhold 
prices on quarter-oils. HARLEM.

Portland, Me., Oct. 11, 1909. 

Epiror CANNER: Allow me to explain the difference be- 
tween Tweedledum and Tweedledee. I have said, and I be- 
lieve, that there is only about half a crop of sweet corn. That 
is ‘‘ Tweedledee.’’ Some packers fill in full, others 75 per cent, 
a few 50; some I do not know, but all depend on the amount 
of contracts out. This is ‘‘Tweedledum.’’ The packer who 
has but few contracts out got a better price than those who 
sold early, and this is a ‘‘cineh.’’ Such is the ‘‘ fortune of 
war.’’ It is, ‘‘now you see it, and now you don’t.’’ The 
‘‘don’t see it’’ has better hindsight than foresight. 

The price of fancy Maine corn has advanced. It has been 
sold at from 971%e¢ to $1 the past week. In some cases it was 
a resale. Some faney ‘‘has been offered at 90¢ this week,’’ 
so it ‘‘was said.’’ This is incorrect. To be sure, corn has 
been offered at 90c, and it may be fancy in name, but it’s not 
in nature. There is some resemblance between a horse and a 
jackass, but there are points of dissimilarity. 

If there was only about half a crop, and if the market was 
practically bare before the packing season began, and both 
these statements are correct, it follows that there should be 
an advance, and there is. Further, the circulation of false re- 
ports will only recoil on the circulator, perhaps not imme- 
diately, but it will get there. In my position, it has been my 
misfortune to see some mighty small attempts at trickery, 
but IT am old enough to know that, while such methods may

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prevail for a time, disaster :s near by. ‘‘Hobson’s horse for- 
got between the blows,’’ but it is not many years ago that 
corn sold as high as $1.40 per dozen, and it may again. 

It is no time for packers to try and sell standard for fancy, 
and it is no time for buyers to ‘‘put up a bluff.’’ There is 
a little, and but a little, standard to be had, and the price is 
80ec, f. o. b. Portland. It is not 75c, and it is not 85c, and 
there is but a few cars at best. 

There are many buyers who must purchase now, or go with- 
out, and my sincere advice is to ‘‘cover.’’ In a few weeks it 
will be too cold to ship. The beautiful but unseasonable 
weather now prevailing is the forerunner of winter. Packing, 
long continued, has practically ceased, and it is time to ‘wake 
up and not dream. 

The gallon apple packing will soon commence. The warm 
weather has filled out the apples and they are clean and plump. 
Prices are 

‘*As variable as the shade, 
By the light, quivering aspen made.’’ 

Of this ever-popular fruit, there are many packers and much 
diversity in the results. There were, several days ago, quite 
a number of countrymen, who, at odd moments, between drinks 
of cider and flashes of ignorance, offered their ‘‘output’’ at 

2.25 delivered, but as most of them succeeded in packing last 
season more swells than apples, buyers generally let them 
alone. Good fruit, soon to be packed, sells, and has sold heav- 
ily, at $2.50, f. o. b. Portland, and occasionally delivered to 
some nearby city, but some hold at $3, and in New York from 
$3 to $3.50. Maine is getting well sold up. I see no reason 
why this fruit should not be higher. The beautiful weather has 
improved the crop, both in quality and quantity. 

The packing of both squash and pumpkin, especially the 
latter, will be less than usual. This is due to the frost. 

The pack of string beans is very small,.but at best the can- 
ning is small. 

The clam market is very dull, as usual in the fall and winter. 
Owing to the storms of last week, the herring disappeared for 
a time, and sardine packing was nominal. There are many 
contracts to be filled, the result being that few, if any, offer 
at all among canners of high standing. Constant orders come 
in, generally at $2.25, but I notice this does not bring about 
sales: A leading packer tells me (and he is not an ignorant 
boomer) that he looks for a $2.85 price before long, and a 
$3 figure before the season is over. 

There has been much talk, but no concerted action as yet 
about paying the farmer 2%4c per pound for corn cut from 
the cob. This would make an increase of cost of 2%4e to 5e 
per dozen. INDEX. 
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New York, Oct. 11, 1909. 

EpiroR CANNER: The apricot situation is mixed on the 
coast. All agree that stocks there have been very closely 
cleaned up, and while the general trend of prices is upward 
quotations made by the various packing interests cover a rather 
wide range. In one quarter choice royals are offered at 10%c¢ 
in 25-pound boxes for San Joaquin fruit, while northern fruit 
is held at 106%e, all f. o. b. coast. There are packers who 
decline to entertain bids of less than 10%4¢ for standards, 
10%e for choice, 11%4¢ for extra choice and 11%e for fancy, 
f. o. b. shipping point. Buyers are said to show more interest 
in forward shipments, but this interest takes the form of in- 
quiries rather than actual buying. Apricots on the spot are 
in light supply and in better demand, but despite this prices 
are still considerably below a parity with coast prices. The 
reason is that buyers who purchased early around 10¢ are tak- 
ing profits and are still able to undersell coast holders. Sales 
of spot choice have been made from second hands within a 
short time at 11c, ex-warehouse, though nominal spot quotations 
are 11\c for that grade, and 11%e for choice. One influence 
which is said to eneourage coast holders to remain firm is the 
liberal buying in all markets excepting New York. Spot prices 





are: Choice, boxes; 11¢ to 1114¢; extra ‘choice, 11% to 11%; 
fancy, 12¢ to 12%e. : 

Eastern buyers are said to be well fixed with reference to 
peaches, but there is still demand from some interior towns for 
prompt shipment from the coast and that encourages holders to 
remain firm in their views on the coast and refuse to accept 
reductions in quotations. According to some advices recently 
received the coast market is somewhat firmer at 5%e for 
choice Muirs in 25-pound boxes, but there are still sellers of 
that grade in 25-pound boxes at 5%4c to 5%c, f. o. b., with 
extra choice offered at 6c to 6%c, and fancy at 64c to 6%, 
Spot prices are; Choice, boxes, 54%4¢ to 54%4c; extra choice, 
5%e to 6c; fancy, boxes, 64%4c to 6%e. :

eores and skins, $2.50; cherries, new, lb., 16¢ to 17¢; rasp. 
berries, 214%4¢ to 22e; blackberries, new, 744c; huckleberries, 
offered to arrive, 12%4c.

Eprton CANNER: In all probability one of the most sur- 
prising states of affairs in a year abounding in unusual condi- 
tions is that the canned goods pack in California was prac- 
tically. complete some weeks ago. 

From the best information obtainable at the present time, 
we feel competent to state that the pack of fruit this year 
will not only be much less than last, but will even be well below 
a normal pack. Ex 

This shortage in pack—so at variance with the ,anticipations 
of the early part of the season—was due to a smaller crop 
than was looked for, the shipments of green fruit east, and the 
fact that eanners, owing to the low prices for canned goods pre- 
vailing until the last few weeks, were not willing to pay prices 
expected by the growers. 

The shipment of green fruit east, while always a more or 
less important factor in determining the canner’s supply of 
fruit, was this year augmented to unprecedented proportions, 
this being due to the failures of fruit crops in the East and 
Middle West, those sections of the country having to turn to 
California for their fresh fruit. This shipment of tremendous 
quantities of green fruit, of course, exerted a strong influence 
in tending to keep prices up. 

We would give the following brief resume of the four most 
heavily packed fruits, viz.: Cherries, apricots, pears and peaches, 

Cherries—There being a most satisfactory crop of cherries, 
under usual conditions there would have been a large pack of 
this fruit, but certain packers, having large carry-overs on hand, 
prevented this taking place. There was a noteworthy decline 
in prices this season, prices ruling almost 50¢ a dozen lower 
than in the last few years. } 

Apricots—Stocks carried over from 1908 prevented prices of 
canned apricots from seeking the level they otherwise would 
have reached by reason of a short crop. The shortage in crop 
exerted a salutary effect on the quality of the fruit, the apricots 
averaging larger and quite free from blemishes. : 

Pears—Pears were somewhat of a surprise in that prices for 
the green fruit ruled rather high during the entire season. The 
pears from the river districts were, to a great extent, shipped 
east. Owing to lack of rains in the spring, the orchards in some 
sections suffered to quite an extent, the pears seeming to have 
averaged smaller than last year. : 

Peaches—It is even yet somewhat early to get absolute im 
formation as to peaches, but there is bound to be a shortage in 
practically all grades, as tremendous quantities of fresh fruit 
were shipped east, and the pack greatly curtailed by hot

A short summary of the season would show that ‘an ex- 


pected low cost and large supply of fruit and the low cost 
of canning materials, together with the heavy carry-over in the 
hands of certain canners, led packers to open with unpre- 
cedentedly low prices. As the season advanced, steady volume 
of sales kept pouring in, and as packs of different varieties 
were finished, falling far below the quantity expected, and 
many packers found themselves oversold, there commenced a 
series of advanees in prices, and. withdrawals of different 
grades. So as the situation stands today, everything in the 
heavier selling lines is quite closely sold up, while a strongly 
advancing market for the rest of the season is a surety. 

Tomatoes—That the pack of tomatoes will be very short 
and lacking in good quality is the consensus of opinion on the 
coast. The ripening weather has been most unfavorable, cold 
fogs tending to hold tomatoes back, being followed by unusual 
heat and torrid winds. And when the short acreage is also 
taken into consideration, it can be readily seen why a pack far 
below the normal, with extreme prices prevailing, is looked for, 

Taking all things into consideration, it appears that the 
canned goods situation in California is in better condition than 
it has been for years.

Epiror CANNER: The Northwest territory tributary to the 
Twin Cities and Duluth is enjoying at the present time a 
remarkably active business in all lines and the prospects for 
an exceptionally bright fall and winter are most encouraging. 
The towns throughout Minnesota and the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana that are supported in a large measure by thé rapidly 
growing farming districts are all in a prosperous eondition. 
The farmers have enjoyed good crops, for which they are 

g good prices. These elegant conditions have brought 
on a good demand for all classes of merchandise handled 
by the wholesale grocers and commission merchants and the 
demand for canned goods particularly has never been better. 

Salmon’ has been in excellent.demand and any offerings 
made by the Pacific coast canners are quickly taken up. 
The markets were just in the right condition to take on 
liberal stocks with the buyers feeling that salmon bought at 
opening prices is excellent property. Canned vegetables have 
been in good demand, although jobber’s wants on tomatoes 
and corn were taken care of a little earlier in the season 
and recently on account of canners being well sold up the 
tomato and corn markets have not been very active with the 
jobbers during the last few weeks. 

There seems to be an inclination to speculate on dried 
fruits, although prices are low; but present stocks are moving 
rapidly with the jobbers, which promises to make a good 
dried fruit market all through the fall and winter. Cali- 
fornia canned fruits are moving out well, causing an in 
ereased demand on the Pacific coast’ packers which probably 
has had something to do with the advancing prices. Stocks 
on all staple articles in grocery jines are not so large but 
what the increased demands will cause feeding for a very 
good market in this territory within the next few months 
of the fall and winter trade. NORTHWEST.

Baltimore, Md., Oct. 11, 1909. 
Epitor CANNER: As far as the active packing season is 
concerned, the three-cornered battle between the tomato 
growers, packers and jobbers is prag¢tically at an end. I 
might call it a four-cornered fight, as the much abused 
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broker has been one of the combatants, and in the very 
nature of his business has been somewhat compelled to fight 
on the bear side in his efforts to get some sales through ang 
thus earn his commission. I said the battle is over, but thera 
is likely te be an .aftermath~ as between the grower anq 
packer, for in a number of instances the growers are gore 
because the packers did not take in the tomatoes as fast as 
they ripened, and suits are threatened. In other instances 
the packers shut down before the growers had picked ajj 
their tomatoes, and some. of these growers are threatening 
to. sue the packers for damages for tomatoes that rotted op 
the vines. 

The whole trouble was caused by the fruit ripening all at 
once, and naturally, as the growers had contracts with the 
packers to take certain acreage of tomatoes whatever the 
crop might be, they are averse to losing anything even 
though. the packers tried by working nearly night and day 
to keep up with the’ receipts. The average country tomato 
packer has therefore keen in a tight place during the past 
three or four weeks. in fact, he has been ‘‘ between the 
devil and the deep blue sea.’’ On the one hand the buyers 
were successfully bearing the market on the canned article, 
and on the other hand the tomatoes were coming in faster 
than they could use them, and growers were inclined to exaet 
payment for every ounce of fruit delivered, notwithstanding 
the packer might be Josing thousands of baskets. The pack- 
er’s position in a case like this can be readily figured out by 
even the veriest. noviee in the business. - 

The battle, however, will now be continued between the 
jobber and the packer... Which of them will win out in the 
long run can only be proved by results, for at the moment 
the course of the market can only be guessed at. I do not 
believe that the total pack of Maryland, Delaware and New 
Jersey will foot up as large an aggregate as in 1908, but on 
account of fewer futures being sold in the early part of this 
year it is not likely that there will be much of an advance 
in the market for some little time, for many packers are, 
still desirous. of selling a good many tomatoes. It is true 
that the shortage in the West should steady the market, and 
in.fact this ought-to cause an advance, but whilst the pack- 
ers on the Peninsula display as much anxiety to sell as they 
continued to do through last week there is no likelihood that 
we shall see a higher market.for some little time. Unless 
all signs fail, however, dnd all estimates should be at, fault, 
there must be a considerable advance during the winter and 
in the early part of- 1910. Therefore those packers who ean 
hold have’every reason and every justification for doing so. 

Good No. 3 standards can still ke bought on the Peninsula 
at 62%4¢, and it.was reported that some sales were made at 
60c, but on-“investigation it was found out that the quality 
would hardly grade as standards. Baltimore packers are still 
holding for 70¢, 72%e and 75c, and claim that they will get 
these figures.later‘on. Inquiries for tomatoes are coming te 
this market from Canada and also from California, showing a 
shortage in those sections. 

Much ‘is ‘being said again this year about the weights of 
standard tomatoes, but the, general opinion is that more 


attention has been given to the fill than in former years, and 


there will not be as many light weight tomatoes on the mar- 
ket as’ there used to be. The able :paper of Mr. Orem re- 
garding the weights of canned goods has caused a good deal 
of comment in® packers’ and brokers’ circles, and many 
packers are outspoken in their opinion that an amendment 
to the national law compelling the net weights to be put on 
labels will be a distingt advantage to the business. It is 
likely that an effort will be made in this section to have the 
needed legislation enacted. 

Corn continues to advance, and there is no likelihood of 
there being any check to the upward movement prior to 
next packing season. Standard Maine style is scarce at 75¢ 
Baltimore, and 72%e f. o: b. country points. Predictions 
are made that the market will advance to $1. Peas are dull, 
and holders are in a selling humor. There are some good 
bargains lying around, especially in the sifted grades.

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The demand last week for all small fruits was exception 
ally good, outside of strawberries. Stocks are very light, 
and higher prices are inevitable. : Red cherries are practically 
cleaned up, as are also raspberries and blackberries. Rasp 
perries are held at 90c and blackberries at 80c. _ 

In several letters recently I have called attention to the 
situation on string beans, stating that on account of the 
drouth of some weeks ago the fall pack would be light, and 
an advancing market was a certainty. The fall packing is 
now practically over, and has been the lightest known for 
vears. ‘he market on the canned article has taken on a 
decided jump and No, 2 standards are now held at from 55¢ 
to 60e. 

Baltimore packers are now busy on sweet potatoes, apples 
and pears. There is a good demand for sweets, with the 
market ranging from 75¢ to 80e according to brand. Raw 
apples and pears are very scarce, and the market for the 
goods in cans is strong and advancing. Pears are likely to 
see much higher figures during the winter than those pre- 
vailing today. 

Spinach will ke the next thing in line in the way of 
vegetables for Baltimore packers to handle, and as stocks 
are entirely cleaned up and many packers have sold freely 
of futures the goods are likely to go out as fast as packed 
at from $0c¢ to $1 for No. 3, and $3 to $3.25 for No. 10.

M. D.’s Denounce Benzoate. 

The Medical Society of the State of Pennsylvania at 
its recent convention at Philadelphia adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions, as amended, after a two days’ 
fight : 


‘* Whereas, public opinion has become much aroused over 
food adulterations; and, 

‘*Whereas, divers opinions have been expressed concerning 
the use of preservatives in the manufacture of foods; and, 

‘‘ Whereas, certain preservatives make possible the use of 
foods that have begun to decay, be it therefore, 

‘‘Resolved, That the Medical Society of the State of 
Pennsylvania, in convention at Philadelphia, declares that it 
condemns the use of food preservatives of benzoic, boric and 
salicylic acids and their compounds, and all otlier similar chem- 
icals as, in the opinion of this society, such preservatives are 
unnecessary and are detrimental to the public health; and be it 
further 

‘¢Resolved, That this society is opposed to the adulteration 
of food of any kind whatsoever; and be it further 

‘*Resolved, That this society endorse the stand taken by the 
American Medical Association in its fight against artificial 
food preservatives and action in appealing to Congress for 
immediate amendment of the National Pure Food and Drugs 
Act; and be it further 

‘*Resolved, That the society endorse the stand taken by Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley in his campaign for pure food and pure food 
legislation; and be it further 

‘*Resolved, That this society commend the daily newspapers 
and individuals who have taken a stand against food adultera- 
tion and give them added encouragement to continue their 
fight.’’ 


Minnesota Commissioner’s Report. 

The last report of Food and Dairy Commissioner 

E. K. Slater of Minnesota contains the following: 
JELLIES, JAMS AND PRESERVATIVES. 

Of the 317 samples analyzed, 114 were declared illegal. Ten 
of the 108 samples of jelly and 38 of the 200 jams and pre- 
serves were colored with coal-tar dyes. Eleven preserves con- 
tained benzoate of soda and one contained salicylic acid. Seven 
fruit butters and 2 marmalades were analyzed, 2 of the former 
being classed illegal, owing to the presence of benzoate of soda. 
Ten samples of jams and preserves containing commercial 
glucose failed to show on their labels the required formula, 
while two samples. bore statements as to composition which 
were not sustained by the results of the analyses. 


PICKLES AND RELISHES. 

Fifty-eight samples were analyzed, of which 7 were classed 
illegal. The samples included: Sour pickles (8 samples), 
sweet pickles (24 samples), horseradish (6 samples) and mis- 
cellaneous relishes (20 samples). Four samples of sweet pickles 
contained benzoate of soda, 1 contained salicylic acid and 4 
contained saccharin. Three samples of miscellaneous relishes 
contained salicylic acid and 1 contained benzoate of soda. 

PREPARED MUSTARD. 
One of the 33 samples analyzed was found to be colored with 


coal-tar dye. The other samples conformed to the standards 
for prepared mustards, hence were reported as legal. 
PRESERVATIVES. 


One sample of ‘‘Antifermentine,’’ prepared by A. Schluter 
& Co., Milwaukee, Wis., was found to be formaldehyde; one 
sample of ‘‘Anti-Ferment,’’ prepared by Warner, Jackson 
Company, was found to contain sodium benzoate and _bicgr. 
bonate of soda; and one sample of meat p7eservative, from B, 
Heller Chemical Company, Chicago, Ill., was composed of sajt 
and coal-tar dye. 

‘ VINEGARS. 

Of the 566 samples of vinegars analyzed, 114 were classeq 
illegal. Fourteen of the 73 samples of so-called white-wine or 
distilled vinegars and 2 samples sold as ‘‘ honey vinegar’? were 
below the legal standard in acetic acid. Of the 470 samples 
of cider vinegar, 91 were below standard in acetic acid and 23 
were found to be adulterated or otherwise not genuine products 
of apple cider.

WESTERN RAILROADS 4 TO STOP FREIGHT RATE 
The traffic officials of the Western railroads are 
planning to bring about the withdrawal of a regula- 
tion which has been a part of their tariffs for several 
years, under which shipments of manufactured goods 
returned to the manufacturer by the retailer or jobber 
on account of defects or failure to sell, etc., are trans- 
ported by the railroads at one-half the usual rates. 

The argument advanced by the railroad officials is 
that the practice amounts to illegal discrimination 
against shippers who are obliged to pay ordinary rates. 
The question came up for consideration in Chicago 
last week at a meeting of the Western Trunk Line 
Committee. While no definite action was taken at the 
meeting, the consensus of opinion expressed was that 
the present ruling should be abolished, and it is ex- 
pected that it will either be taken from the tariffs or 
materially modified as soon ‘as‘all the roads have had 
an opportunity to reach a decision. 


It was declared that the practice of returning goods 
at half rates has grown until an enormous tonnage 
has been involved, and the railroads claim that while 
it may have been all right to make the concession in a 
few instances, it is unreasonable to continue the prac- 
tice, now that it has reached so large proportions. 

It is said that many retailers have taken advantage 
of the opportunity to return shopworn or unsold goods 
at the end of a season, and that the manufacturers 
have been willing to grant the privilege, especially for 
good customers. Where goods have been sold on 
credit, it is said to be practically necessary for the 
manufacturer to allow the return. 

The discrimination, according. to the railroad men, 
consists in the fact that the same classes of freight, if 
shipped to another retailer or to a retail customer, 
would require the payment of the regular rate. It is 
expected that many manufacturers will make a pro- 
test, for where their prices have been based on the ex- 
pectation that a percentage of their sales would be re- 
turned, the privilege has undoubtedly been of benefit 
in encouraging large purchases of stock by the re- 
tailers or jobbers. 

The half rate privilege also has been of advantage 
to manufacturers in enabling them to correct at less 
cost any mistakes of their own in packing or in ship- 
ping defective goods. 


ASSOCIATION SECRETARY TO RUN TRAIN TO 
ATLANTIC CITY. 

Secretary John L. Flannery, Jr., of the National 
Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, 
has completed arrangements with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company to run a special train over that road 
from Chicago to Atlantic City for the occasion of the 
coming annual convention of the canners’ and allied 
associations, to be held next February. 

Secretary Flannery states that only some details re- 
main to be settled. He also says that the Pennsylvania 
passenger officials have signified their intention of giv- 
ing the canners the finest equipment obtainable and 
that the 1910 canners’ special will be a “corker.” Fur- 
ther particulars will be announced later. 

WEST VIRGINIA CANNING FACTORY BURNS. 

The canning factory of B. E. Dawson, of Berkeley 
Springs, W. Va., was destroyed by fire September 28, 
entailing a loss reported at $5,000. The hands em- 
ployed around the place and some neighbors. suc- 
ceeded in getting out about 200 cases of tomatoes, but 
all the beans, corn and peaches were a total loss. There 
was no insurance on the place.

Good for Secretary Gorrell and the Publicity Com- 
mittee ! 

Secretary Frank E. Gorrell and the Publicity Com- 
mittee of the National Canners’ Association are doing 
effective work in running down fake stories about 
canned goods. They have recently run down a num- 
ber of tales alleging that people had been either made 
sick or poisoned by the use of canned foods. In every 
case they learned that this was untrue, and that the 
cause of sickness or death was something entirely for- 
eign to that alleged. 

Secretary Gorrell transmits to THE CANNER, in 
order that the facts may be put before the canners of 
the United States, correspondence covering one of 
these cases. 

The following was printed in the Chicago Record- 
Herald of September 6: 

MAN EATS CANNED CORN; DIES. 

Waiter on Steamer Suffers During Entire Trip from 

Milwaukee. 

While hundreds of passengers on a lake steamer enjoyed 
the trip from Milwaukee Saturday night, Berdine Bacon, a 
negro waiter on the boat, lay in a bunk suffering from pto- 
maine poison, the result of eating canned corn shortly before 
the vessel left Milwaukee. He died an hour after the boat 
reached Chicago. Bacon was 30 years old and lived at 432 
State street. 

A few minutes after the boat left the harbor he fell to the 
floor while carrying a tray filled with food toward the dining- 
room. Bacon was carried below to a bunk. The lake became 
rough soon after the boat reached the outer harbor and the 
sufferer was tossed about by the pitching and tossing of the 
boat. 

He was without medical aid, according to the police, until the 
vessel reached Chicago. When Bacon was taken home in an 
unconscious condition, Dr. G. Tedtman, 426 State street, was 
ealled, but Bacon died soon afterward. Dr. Tedtman declared 
Bacon was suffering from ptomaine poison.

Your paper has a wide circulation, and anyone reading the 
article referred to is apt to be prejudiced against the use of 
eanned goods. The preparation of these foods is a large in- 
dustry of your state, as well as many other states of this coun- 
try, and we feel sure that you will be glad to correct the state- 
ment, giving the true cause of the man’s death, as the letter 
from the coroner shows. 

Should you desire any other information, we know that the 
coroner’s office will be glad to give you the same. We would 
thank you for a marked paper containing any correction that 
you will care to make. 

Again assuring you that we believe the article was pub- 
lished entirely as an oversight, and feeling sure that you will 
do ample justice in the matter, we beg to remain, yours very 
truly, FRANK E. GORRELL, Secretary. 

The Record-Herald thereupon published the follow- 
ing in its issue of September 23: 

CANNED CORN IS NOT GUILTY. 
Coroner Finds Waiter on Lake Boat Died from Ulcer of 
Stomach, 

Eating canned corn on a lake boat September 5 was not 
responsible, as at first announced, for the death of Berdine 
Bacon, a negro waiter, according to Coroner Peter M. Hoff 
man, who has found, after a post-mortem examination, that 
Bacon died of septic infection following perforated ulcer of the 
stomach, and not from ptomaine poisoning resulting from the 
eating of canned corn. 

Bacon, who was 30 years old and lived at 432 State street, 
was taken suddenly ill while carrying a tray and fell to the 
floor of the dining room of the steamer soon after it had left 
Milwaukee. The lake became rough after the boat reached the 
outer harbor and the sufferer was tossed about by the pitching 
of the boat. He was taken to his home when the boat reached 
Chicago and died soon afterward.

Wants Prompt Statistical Report on the Sedson’s Total 
Tomato Pack—Eelieves Packers Should Know 
Where They Stand. 

Columbia, Tenn., Oct. 6, 1909. 

EpITOR CANNER: The canning season for tomatoes is now 
practically over. Would suggest that you prod the packers and 
make them send in, their-reports.on the pack promptly to the 
secretary of the National association when they are called for. 

It appears to us that there is much to gain and nothing to 
lose by such a policy. The buyers are working on. the basis of 
a full crop, so it will not change the market to establish the 
fact that there is a big pack, and it may be of benefit to the 
packers holding under the impression that the crop is short. If 
it is short, show the trade it is, the packer where he stands, 
and the buyer and seller will be able to buy and sell intelli- 
gently. As it is now, it is a toss-up and the buyer claims both 
sides. So let us have it quickly and we can then claim one 
side, even if it is the losing one. 

We will commence packing sweet potatoes on the 11th. The 
crop has been injured by the unfavorable season, but can’t say 
yet how much. We estimate the cut is about. 30 to 40 per 
cent. 

Let us have the report quickly.

Says Writers in ‘‘Clearing House’’ Amtrse Himr—wWil! Quit 
if He Can’t Pack at a Profit. 
————,, Ind., Oct. 8, 1909. 

Epirok CANNER: JI am very much amused at the writers in 
the Clearing House columns of your paper. Their advice is all 
right if the other fellow will only follow it, but they all want 
to sell their goods, and if they can’t get one price they will 
take “another, and someone is selling all the time, so that the 
one that holds his goods for six months or more has to sell at 
what. the. other fellows got, because there are always some 
selling and that is what makes the price. 

Don’t store your goods in a public warehouse, because then 
the jobber and broker know just how many and who has them, 
and just sits down like a cat at a mouse hole and waits till 
too much storage and interest drives you out to market. Build 
fire and frost proof warehouses at home and store your goods, 
and don’t tell how many you have to anyone; then, possibly, 
we can get better prices. I can’t any other way for 
the poor packer to come out of the year’s business and not lose

money. 

If some one knows a better way, let him explain his plan. 
Some of us kept our goods till June this year and then sold 
for less than we could have got in the fall at the close of the 
packing season. 

What’s the matter with canned goods? They are all right. 
If we can’t sell them at a profit, then I am ready to quit 
raising and canning them; but none of us will quit until the 
sheriff calls at the door and posts a little notice: ‘‘Closed.’’

Asserts Packers Who Put Up Pumpkin and Hominy Merely 
to Fill Surplus Cans Make a, Mistake—Suggests oa 
Merger—Asks. Otkers to’ Discuss Srbiect. 

—_——.., Oct. 8, 1909. 

Epirok CANNER: I note that my communication of Septem- 
ber 30 has aroused enough interest to induce the president of 
the Ohio Packers’ Association, Hon. J. C. Warvel, to write 
something on the subject. Since we have the organization of 
chumps started, I am willing to admit as members to that 
organization packers of pumpkin and packers of hominy. 

There really are not very many packers of hominy, neither are 
there so many packers of pumpkin. The trouble with the aver- 
age packer is that he has a few empty cans left at the end of 
the season. He thinks he must fill them in order to market 
them, when, if he would just do a little figuring against the 
pumpkin transaction, he would readily come to the conclusion 
that after figuring the value of the empty tin cans, the solder, 
labor, labels, the cost of the pumpkins, fuel, cash discount and 
brokerage and other expenses, that he could pot pack pumpkin 
for the price he is willing to take new contracts at, much 
less-the -pricehe accepted for last year’s pack.

He would be very much better off to allow his eans to remain 
empty rather than fill them with something that would yield 
him no profit, but, on the other hand, a loss, and prevent his 
fellow packers from getting a small profit on the goods he 
might have packed and has on hand. 

The selling of pumpkin at such a cheap price does not in- 
crease the consumption. The fact of the business is, if the 
pumpkin is at all fit for human consumption, after it passes 
out of the hand of the packer, it goes to the retailer on the 
basis of from 75e to 85¢ per dozen. Why should the packer 
produce goods upon which the jobber and the retailer both 
make a profit, and do his part of the work at a loss? There ‘is 
nothing fair about that, and what I say about pumpkin applies 
with almost equal force to hominy. 

There are packers of hominy who get a good profit, but they 
market their stuff direct, and, as Mr. Warvel says, the “* grind. 
ing process has continued to such an extent that a number of 
the better packers are already putting their salesmen in the 
field seeking business at a price that will at least permit them 
to remain in business and get recognition. for their labels at 
the same time.’’ 

Why should a packer furnish river water in cans at eyen 
50e per dozen? He simply cannot operate his plant, pay his 
bills when they are due, keep the physical equipment of his 
plant up, pay interest or dividends as you please on the capital 
invested in his plant and get fair pay for his services and 
those that aid-him in the packing of goods:at prices that pre- 
vail on a number of ‘the-most excellent, palatable and strictly 
pure canned fruits that the factories are. producing for the 
jobber; upon which the jobber makes a good profit; upon 
which the retailer gets a good profit, and with which the con- 
sumer is entirely satisfied and is willing to pay a profit. 

Indeed, there is something wrong with the packing busi- 
ness. There is entirely too much money invested in it for the 
profits gotten out of. it... Something. must be done, and done 
quickly, if the high standard of excellence in the products 
turned out by canning factories is to be maintained. 

One of three things must happen. Perhaps the most feasible 
way out of this entire trouble is for a number of the better 
factories to sell their plants to some-buyer or central holaing 
company, which central holding company could and would pro- 
vide ample capital with which to operate the plants that are 
most advantageously located for the production of the several 
lines, and would seek the business direct, as does the American 
Tobacco Company, the National Biscuit Company, and many 
of the other suecessful companies. They could establish their 
own brands and trade-marks. They could advertise them and 
would not have to be limited to any small sum, either, in 
doing it. ‘ 

If the packers could get up, say, a $10,000,000 company, 
they could spend, the first year, $200,000 advertising their mer- 
chandise.. That would be only 2 per cent of the capital in the 
business and would be a very easy sum to make back by the 
increased sales and inereased profits through the new method 
of doing business. This new combination, or association, of 
eapital and manufacturing capacity, by reason of their adver- 
tising ‘their lines, could demand a fair profit on their goods, 
because of the demand they would create through their new 
method of marketing and advertising their products. 

It is ‘certainly time and high time that something should be 
done to improve the conditions that now exist with packers of 
the United States. Under present methods, the packers simply 
continue in business, hoping that they will have a big crop, 
and that their neighbor will have a failure, with the result that 
each fellow prepares for a good, big crop, and when the stuff 
grows there is said to be too much to go around. Still, with 
the proper method of advertising and marketing the stuff, too 
much has never yet been grown in the United States to go 

around. 

Canned goods hermetically sealed will keep. Then, why 
should the packers waste their talents, their time and money 
continuing in a business'that fhey have chosem as their lifework, 
without profit or even pleasure to themselves and their families? 

I would like. very ‘much’ to have other gentlemen in the can- 
ning business participate in this discussion.

preferred rather than have filled cans to be sold at less than the 
cost of producing those cans. 

When it comes to pumpkin-and hominy, the packer does not 
have to pack the stuff at all. Very few packers , contract 
pumpkin ahead. Corn is bréught on the market when it is 
wanted, so that the excuse cannot be given of overproduction. 
Production can easily be limited so that there will be a scarcity 
rather than overproduction. For instance, 90 per cent of the 
average crop will bring a greater number of dollars and cents 
than will 110 per cent of the same crop. 

The farmers are wise enough to refuse to furnish tomatoes, 
pumpkin or corn to the canning factory, except at a price that 
is acceptable to himself, and that price must be one that yields 
him a good profit for the use of his land, time and capital 
invested, or he doesn’t sell. 

I regret to note that the packer shows less capacity for busi- 
ness than does the farmer. Be strong enough to put away 
your empty cans rather than fill them with something that nets 
you a loss and prevents your neighbor from making a profit. 
Brother packers, come along and enter the diseussion. It will 
result in good to yourselves. EXPERIENCE. 





| Personal Paragraphs 





John M. Paver, Jr., sales manager of Gibson Can- 
ning Co., Gibson City, IIL, was seen on the street last 
Friday. 

Announcement is made that Dana T. Ackerly and 
James McVicker Breed have been admitted: to the firm 
of Breed, Abbott & Morgan, of New York, counsel- 
lors for the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association. 

Among the younger generation of canners are sev- 
eral sons of packers whose names are closely identi- 
fied with the history of the canning business in the 
West. In Illinois Ira Whitmer, E. F. Trego and Gene 
Dickinson form a notable trio. The last named was a 
caller on THE CANNER a few days ago, and with him 
we spent a very pleasant half hour discussing the 
benefits to be derived by packers from closer associa- 
tion. Mr. Dickinson is the secretary and treasurer of 
the recently organized Illinois Canners’ Association, 
and, if enthusiasm and ability count for anything, he 
will be a decided factor in making it one of the most 
useful state organizations of canners in this country. 

Frank L. Deming, of the Deming & Gould Co., and 
president of the National Canned Goods and Dried 
Fruit Brokers’ Association, was interviewed on the 
salmon situation while in New York the other day. 
Mr. Deming described the situation on pink salmon 
as a very strong one. “The condition in the salmon 
market this season,” he said, “is unusual. Packers of 
red Alaska salmon are practically cleaned out of the 
1909 pack, and there is no sockeye to be had from first 
hands. We have tried to buy red Alaska on the basis 
of present market quotations, but have been unsuc- 
cessful. Stocks of red salmon of all-kinds may be said 
to be in the hands of jobbers, and, in my opinion, it is 
only a question of time when the market will work up 
to a point which will be the highest touched in the his- 
tory of the business. The pack of pink salmon on Puget 
Sound I estimate at not over 350,000 cases, and at a 
rough guess I sheuld say that the total pack of pink 
and other low grades for the season of 1909 did not 
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exceed 650,000 cases. Out of this a considerable part 
has been sold already. From now on buyers of salmon 
will do well to keep in mind the fact that the Joy 
grades furnish the only available supply. We will re. 
quire a considerably larger stock that we now have to 
meet the wants of the trade before any of the 1910 
pack will be ready for distribution.” 


National Secretary Frank E. Gorrell, who just now 
is one of the busiest men in the universe, passed 
through Chicago Friday at top speed on his way to 
Waukesha, Wis., to confer with National President 
Chas. S. Crary concerning association business. As 
Secretary Gorrell says, he had a “big batch of odds and 
ends to tie up,” and found it “necessary to visit Wau- 
kesha to get President Crary’s O. K. on them.” The 
greater portion of Secretary Gorrell’s short stay here 
was spent in the offices of the Lord & Thomas Ad- 
vertising Agency, which is handling the advertising 
in connection with the National Association’s cam- 
paign of publicity for. increasing the per capita con- 
sumption of canned goods. He conferred there with 
the experts who are writing the newspaper matter 
and preparing the magazine advertising, which, by the 
way, is to appear in the November numbers of such 
widely circulated periodicals as the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, the Butterick trio, which includes the De- 
lineator which enjoys an enormous monthly circula- 
tion among American housewives, and the Woman’s 
Home Companion, another magazine widely read by 
women. Some of the newspaper articles, which will 
tell the truth about canned goods, acquainting the pub- 
lic with the methods of packing and impressing upon 
them the fact that canned goods are pure and pre- 
served by sterilization only, have already appeared syn- 
dicated in quite a number of leading newspapers 
throughout the country. They are very excellent arti- 
cles, the work of Mr. DeWitt, a former Chicago Sun- 
day newspaper editor, who posesses unusual ability 
along newspaper lines. 


J. K. Armsby was interviewed in the East last week 
with reference to the conditions existing in the Cali- 
fornia cured fruit industry. “There is no speculation 
of any kind on the part of either operator or jobber.” 
said Mr. Armsby, “but with the apple crop about 50 
per cent of normal and the fruit crop of the world, 
generally speaking, short, and with the price of Cali- 
fornia prunes below the cost of production, there was 
only one thing that could take place, namely, a big de- 
mand, and, while the market is stronger today than it 
was a short time ago, conditions warrant the advance. 
The advance is from natural causes, not manipulation. 
The market in California today is practically 234¢ 
basis for Santa Claras, 25¢c basis for outside, with a 
premium of 34c a pound for 40s and no 30s selling at 
and price. The crop is turning out not only large on 
tonnage, but fine in quality. If the present consump- 
tive demand continues—and we see no reason why it 
should stop—we think it reasonable to expect a grad- 
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ually advancing market throughout the balance of the 
year. We believe that by January 1 the amount left 
in California will be extremely small. Every packer 
there is running to capacity. Growers of prunes were 
wise in naming a low price; in realizing that the situ- 
ation necessitated a low price; in realizing that start- 
ing low and gradually advancing the price increased 
the consumptive demand materially, because in that 
case both jobber and retailer would push prunes. On 
4 declining market they would both let prunes alone, 
and there is a tremendous difference in the consump- 
tive demand, whether the jobber and retailer are be- 
hind it or against it. When against an article they are 
almost an irresistible power. One powerful factor this 
year in connection with the situation,’ said Mr. 
Armsby, “is not only the shortage of Eastern evap-

orated apples, but the fact that the short interests, 
principally for European sales, amount to between 700 
and 800 carloads. One heavy interest is supposed to be 
about 400 cars short, and before they get their orders 
filled the general belief is that prime New York state 
apples will sell at from 10 to-11 cents; other grades 
proportionately higher. Preséit’ indications are that 
green apples will sell at from $4 to $5 a barrel before 
spring, which means a very heavy increase in the con- 
sumption of both California prunes and peaches.” 

“So far as the future of the market is concerned, 
corn is the surest thing in the canned goods line,” said 
Fred L. Dutton, sales manager for the Grafton John- 
son Canneries, who stopped for several hours in Chi- 
cago Friday while en route to Greenwood from a 
short trip up the lake. Mr. Dutton possesses one of the 
really level heads in the canning business, and bases his 
opinions on a very good knowledge of the canned 
goods situation throughout the country. “You can 
safely figure,” he said, “on a big shortage in the corn 
pack as compared with last year, for, with no large 
carryover of old corn and such heavy corn-producing 
states as New York, Maine, Maryland and Iowa show- 
ing packs of only 50 to 60 per cent of their output of 
1908, it means for a certainty that the season’s total 
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pack of this staple was away below’ that produced a 
year ago, and that necessarily means a very strong ‘sit- 
uatien-—one which. certainly will “raise seHing prices 
onto-a highet basis.”“Oné can niake a véry fiberal allow- 
ance as regards the size of the carryover of corn from 
the 1908 pack and figure it in with the present season's 
output, artd still the supply which must last this big 
country and its- nearly 90,000,000 people for the next 
eleven to twelve months is very: small. It is really 
very much less than the country’s requirements, esti- 
mating on the basis of the quantity of corn actually 
consumed in the United States during. each of the lasi 
several years. It has been a-canners’ market so far; 
when the jobbers really begin buving corn [look vo see 
the price advance. While it’s always dangerous to 
estimate the size of the pack of any variety of canned 
vegetables or. fruit,” continued Mr. Dutton, “the temp- 
tation to size up the present season’s corn pack is too 
strong to be resisted. We know the pack is short, but 
how large is the shortage? Suppose we allow Iowa 60 
per cent of a pack as compared with last season, when 
that state’s corn pack totaled 1,085,500 cases. That 
makes, in round figures, 660,000 cases. Maryland's 
pack is believed to be about 50 per cent, if anything 
less, than last year’s. pack, and as that numbered 
1,010,000 cases, this year’s production in Maryland 
should be about 505,000. Maine’s 1909 corn pack is 
figured at 60 per cent of its 1908 pack of 970,000 
cases, which gives 590,000 for the season just ended. 
New York packed a total of 620,000 cases of corn 
last year, hence her production this season, allowing 
for a pack-of 50 per cent smaller, would reduce that 
state's Output to only 310,000 cases, and for these four 
states, which lead in extent of their production of 
canned corn last season, we find that this year’s total, 
assuming the estimates of the shortage in each to 
be about —which I believe they are—to be 
but 2,065,000 cases, as compared with their combined 
pack last year, amounting to 3,685,000, or 1,620,000 
cases more than the total put up this season. The 
falling off in Indiana and other states will increase 
this shortage to at least 1,750,000 cases below last 
year’s total for all states, which was 6,779,000 cases, 
making the 1909 total approximately 5,000,000 cases, 
which is a pretty small pack considering that our 
actual requirements are about 9,000,000 cases.”

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INSPECTING CANNERIES IN INDIANA. 

State Food and Drug Inspector F. W. Tucker, of 
Peru, was in Fort Wayne today in the course of a trip 
in which he is rounding up the canneries in his terri. 
tory, and he says he is finding most of them in pretty 
fair condition. . 

Just now the canning’ season is at its height with 
work on tomatoes and other vegetables, as well as 
cern, and the inspector is delving deeply into the man- 
ner of handling the stuff and the cleanliness of the 
canning institutions. Where there is ground for criti- 
cism the inspector is issuing orders that result in a 
prompt clean-up as a usual thing, and on the whole 
conditions are declared to be much improved over the 
days when there was no state inspection of the prepar- 
ation of food products which are to be offered for sale. 

Inspector Tucker is armed with a camera, which he 
is using with excellent results in securing evidence 
against places where regulations are not observed.— 
Fort Wayne Sentinel. 


THE COLOR OF OYSTERS. 

There is a great deal of popular misconception about 
the true color of oysters. Many people in the interior 
who have never seen anything but the bleached-out 
tub oyster imagine an oyster is not good if it isn’t 
white. 

As a matter of fact, but few oysters in their original 
state are white. The color of.oysters depends largely 
upon the vegetable and mineral matter in the waters 
in which they grow. One district will produce an 
oyster of quite different color from some other dis- 
trict. The oysters whose meats come nearest to being 
white are probably those known as Blue Points, which 
are matured in the waters of Great South Bay, Long 
Island. The oysters around Connecticut and New 
York are usually of a light grayish color. In some 
beds in this locality, when the weather turns cold, the 
oysters will take on a greenish tinge. We have seen 
oysters from the lower Chesapeake, in Maryland, with 
a decided reddish cast. Oysters on the Gulf coast tend 
toward a brownish tinge and when quite fat take on 
a creamy color. The color does not affect the flavor 
or quality of the stock in any way.—Exchange.

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The Gibson Canning Company, of Gibson, Ill., are running 
on pumpkin. 

A canning factory may be erected for next season at Elk 
Rapids, Mich. 

The Bloomington (Ill.) Canning Company is running its 
Bloomington plant on pumpkin. 

The DePere Canning and Preserving Company, DePere, 
Wis., is putting up sauerkraut at present. 

It is reported that J. H. Moore, of Grover, N. C., may 
erect a canning factory at Sanford, Fla., to handle tomatoes 
and fruits. 

The canning factory at Frewsburg, N. Y., was somewhat 
damaged by fire a few days ago. The origin of the fire is 
not stated. 

According to a report from Scottville, Mich., a branch 
plant of the Hart canning industry may be established at 
Sparta, Mich. 

Southern Indiana canning factories, which recently closed 
down on tomatoes after a very short crop, are now running 
on beans and pumpkins. 

A report from Mt. Pleasant, Ia., states that the canning 
plant closed for the season with a pack of corn not one-third 
of the capacity of the factory. 

The Arriola Canning Company has been incorporated at 
Arriola, Montezuma county, Colorado, with $15,000 capital, 
by H. F. Morgan, T. H. Carter and E. B. Garlinghouse. 

Secretary Hyman, of the Montgomery, Ala., Commercial 
Club, reports that an Ohio concern is considering the advisa- 
bility of establishing a canning factory in Montgomery. 

The Liberty Brand Canning Company, owned by J. Frank 
Allee, at Dover, Del., is running on pumpkin and spinach. 
The company proposes to erect a new warehouse at once, 

The Enosburgh Falls (Vt.) Condensed Milk Company is 
planning the erection of a can factory to supply its milk 
eondensing plants in Vermont, Michigan and Pennsylvania. 
We understand that if built it will be located at Enosburgh. 

The following is a report under recent date from Gorham, 
Me.: ‘‘At the Boothby and Tucker canning factory the 
work of canning corn for the season of 1909 was completed 
on Saturday and the pack will be about 90,000 cans. On 
account of the unfavorable season for corn growing there 
was only a five-eighths yield in this vicinity.’’ 

Oceasioned by the shortage in the original construction

The Anderson, Shasta county, prune drying season closes 
this week. It is said the total crop is about 2,000 tons. 

Fire at Lockport, N. Y., the other day completely destroyed 
two large evaporators owned by A. F. Bowen, of Hartland. 

According to a report from Copemish, Mich., fall apples 
are about all gone and winter apples are reported dropping 
alate from orchards around Bismarck, Mo., say that 
very few apples are in that locality this season and that 
none of the fruit is first-class quality. 

At Wolcott, N. Y., the apple trade is reported to be less 
active. Considerable complaint was heard regarding the poor 

uality of apples offered and it is evident that the large 
portion of the stock will have to be consumed by the drying 
houses and cider mills. ; 

A Vancouver, Wash., report says: ‘‘The harvesting of the 
prune crop of the county is now in full swing and within 
from ten to twenty days the entire crop will be ready to 
ship. Prominent growers and buyers say that the prunes 
this year, while they are small, are of unusually good quality 
and entirely free from scale.’’ 

A prominent Portland, Ore., packing firm advises its 
friends in the East to save the expense of wiring on 30s and 
40s Oregon prunes, as they have none in those sizes to offer. 
Drying of prunes in Oregon was about half finished on Octo- 
ber 1. ‘This house, which is one of the largest, sold 30s 
lightly, but doubts.that it will be able to deliver in full. 
They sold 40s heavily, as that size is usually plentiful, but 
they fear that they will deliver short. 

The first rain of the 1909 season in California fell on 
Saturday, September 25, ten days later than the first rain 
of last year, which came on the 15th. California has had a 
very long dry season this year, the rains having stopped 
suddenly last March and the drouth continuing unbroken 
until September 25. The storm was a general one, some mois- 
ture falling in all sections, although in some localities the 
precipitation was light. Reports from the fruit-growing sec- 
tions indicate that the crops now being cured and harvested 
have suffered very little damage. 

Consul Alfred J. Fleming, of Yarmouth, makes the follow- 
ing supplementary report on the apple harvest in Nova 
Seotia: ‘‘G. H. Vroom, of Kentville, the chief fruit in- 
spector for this province, states that the apple crop will be 
about 600,000 barrels, a decrease of 110,000 from the 1908 
erop, due to dry weather. Several years ago the record crop 
of 750,000 barrels was produced. The price, however, will be 
higher. Last year 615,000 barrels of apples were shipped from 
Halifax, and the inspector thinks that at least 500,000 bar- 
rels will be shipped this year to Great Britain, which at $3 
per barrel will give quite a revenue.’’ 


The Salem, Ore., Statesman says: ‘‘Low prices on this sea- 
son’s cherries are responsible for a quiet investigation. being 
made by a number of local fruit growers into the dried fruit 
industry. If the fruit is properly prepared, dried cherries will 
bring a much higher price than is ever paid for the green 
fruit at the local canneries. A certain grower, owning a large 
cherry orchard near this city, has recently dried about 1,500 
pounds of Royal Ann cherries and has entered into negotiations 
with California and Omaha dried fruit dealers. Samples have 
been sent to the different dealers and favorable reports have 
been received from them. An effort was made last season to 
introduce into the New York pie counters dried Oregon cher- 
ries, but nothing material resulted.’’ 

At the recent meeting of the American Pomological Society 
at St. Catherines, Ontario, Canada, there was.a truly won- 
derful display of fruits, flowers and vegetables. The Amer- 
ican Agriculturist, describing the display, says that ‘‘The 
showing of baskets packed with plums, pears, peaches and 
grapes was a full table of this size, a much larger and finer 
display than we have seen east of the Mississippi. But the 
most striking display was made by the St. Catharines Cold 
Storage Co., which had a tilted table about 12 feet wide and 
100 feet long full of boxed and basketed fruits, to show that 
Ontario can put up as good fruit both in quality and in 
pack as the more-talked-about western packing companies. 
This company supplies not only Ontario and Quebec cities 
with choice fruit, but ships as far east as Nova Scotia and 
westward to and beyond Manitoba.’’ 

A leading packing concern, writing from San Francisco 
on October 1, says: ‘‘Everybody wants prunes. The domes- 
tic trade seems to be ravenous for them. France, Germany 
and England want them. It looks very much as if some of 
the German speculators sold short for October shipment. 
They are finding difficulty in getting confirmations. They 
raise their limits every day or two. Conditions in California 
are anything but satisfactory, particularly so far as outside 
districts are concerned. We are having too much rain, which 
necessitates the stacking of the trays, and the result is that 
the fruit is drying slowly. Deliveries are bound to be slow 
and shipments much delayed from this time onward. The 
Santa Clara crop, however, is pretty well under cover and 
demonstrates the fact that all estimates as to the size of the 
output were erroneous. It is very evident that it will not 
amount to 70,000,000 pounds, which is at least 30,000,000 
less than the early estimates. ’’

Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued 
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Frank J. Kiernan, Green Bay, Wis. 

There is noted a continued increase in demand for 
the better grades in both Alaska and fancy sweet peas, 
and none are available except at extremely high prices, 
and these are only obtainable in small scattered lots, 
while the demand remains steady for the cheaper 
grades, on which packers are reluctant to sell at less 
than quoted prices. Buyers should now come to the 
realization that the shortage of peas in Wisconsin is a 
fact and my advice is not to wait for dump prices this 
season, because there won’t be any. If interested in 
any of the following, samples will be cheerfully sent.

Though less active this week the volume of busi- 
ness done in tomatoes was sufficient to hold the mar- 
ket firm at the closing prices of last week. All sorts 
of rumors about a further decline in the quotations 
were afloat, but when traced to their source it was 
found that the brands offered were the same that were 
offered last week and the week before at the same 
prices. In the multiplicity of brands, it must puzzle 
the buyers to keep track of them, and to separate the 
wheat from the chaff, the goats from the sheep. A 
handsome, embossed label sometimes covers a mighty 
poor article. Strictly standard quality No. 3 tomatoes 
can not be bought today under 62%c. There are 
plenty tomatoes offered at 6oc, but they are the 60c 
kind, not the standard quality. Ask for samples and 
compare the two grades, and keep a record of the 
brands that are of satisfactory quality and of those 
that are not as represented. You will be surprised at 
the value of it as your record of them grows. The 
demand for tomatoes is expected to be very good dur- 
ing October and November, and upon it depends the 
course of the market prices. At this writing the out- 
look is rather more encouraging than otherwise. 

The price of corn in this market continues to stiffen 
up, and today’s quotations are the highest so far, 
with an upward tendency. The canning season for 
corn and string beans is near the close and the new 
season for kraut and spinach is at hand, with new 
baked beans coming up. The canning season for sweet 
potatoes is now at its height and the way the demand 
for that article has grown in the last few years is 
remarkable. String beans are quite strong and should 
be bought now. 

Baltimore canners should be at work at full time on 
the new crop of apples and pears, but they can’t get 
enough for them to run more than a few hours daily 
because of the light receipts up to this date, hence a 
strong market for them. There was a fair demand 
during the week for pie peaches and seconds peaches, 
and all grades of pie grated pineapples were practi- 
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Berries and cherries were dull, com. 
paratively. Cove oysters were more active during this 
week than in a long time and the demand for them js 
spreading.

A large quantity of toma- 
toes has been sold during the past two weeks. The 
drain of this business is still principally on the Penin- 
sula packers. A, great many of these packers report 
they are sold out. 

Corn—The market is getting stronger from day to 
day. The closing of the packing season shows that 
the early predictions of damage were not wide of the 
mark. There are a very few of the Maryland packers 
who have any corn to offer. 

String Beans — The market is decidedly stronger, 
We are filling our orders this week at 50c per dozen, 
but having a little trouble doing it. The drought 
came very near wiping out the fall crop of beans, and 
the bean packing for this season is pretty nearly over, 
String beans at 50c per dozen look like a desirable 
trade. 

Oysters—New packing will begin here the latter 
part of this month or early next month. Packers, as 
a rule, are not inclined to make prices. One of our 
packers quoted us some prices several weeks ago, but 
has withdrawn them. However, if you are interested 
in new oysters, kindly send us your inquiries and we 
will quote you as soon as possible.

CANNED MILK DEMAND INCREASING IN SIAM AND 
JAPAN—DECREASING IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


{IMPORTATION OF CANNED. MILK INTO SIAM INCREASING. 


Vice-Consul-General Carl C. Hansen, of Bangkok, 
furnishes the following regarding the use of canned 
milk in Siam: 

“There is very little dairying carried on in Siam. 
Only a few East Indians keep cows and goats for milk- 
ing, so that the quantity of milk from “this source is 
very limited. Most of the milk used in Siam enters 
from abroad in the form of canned milk. The total 
yalue of the import of canned milk for the Siamese 
wear ended March 31, 1909, was $101,434, and for 
that of the preceding year, $84,582, an increase of 
$16,852. Information from other sources makes it 
certain that the importation of canned milk has grad- 
ually increased, and is likely to continue in the future, 
as it is bought in increasing quantities by native con- 
sumers, and the growing foreign population must also 
be provided for. In addition to condensed and evap- 
orated milk, natural sterilized canned milk forms a 
large part of the milk import. The following statement 
shows the amount of canned milk imported:

“Tt will be seen that the import of milk from the 
United States for the year 1908-9 was only to the value 
of $25; but it is probable that some American canned 
milk entered by transshipment from Singapore, which 
is credited with $55,289 worth of milk imports to 
Siam for the same period. As to the increasing de- 
mand for canned milk of American manufacture, the 
same conditions are found in Siam as in other coun- 
tries. Uniform and good quality, fair prices and reg- 
ular supplies are essential factors in order to maintain 
successful competition with the numerous European 
brands of canned milk offered for sale in Bangkok. 
Canned milk will only keep for a certain length of 
time in this climate, and the retail dealers are liable to 
sell old milk, which should be avoided, as it injures the

An importer of long 
residence in Siam states that canned milk, either natu- 
ral, unsweetened condensed, or sweetened condensed, 
when of good quality and from experienced manufac- 
turers, generally keeps good in this climate for at least 
nine months. 

“The selling price for four dozen 1-pound tins in 
Bangkok is: Natural milk, $4.69 to $5.41; unsweet- 
ened condensed milk, $4.69 to $5.78; sweetened con- 
densed milk, $4.69 to $5.78. 

“Siam, in common with many other countries, suf- 
fered last year from a general depression in business, 
and many failures of small firms was the result, with 
heavy losses to the European import firms; but busi- 
ness is now being put on a firmer basis, with restricted 
credit, and there are signs of a general trade revival.” 


STEADY INCREASE IN THE CONSUMPTION OF CONDENSED 
MILK IN JAPAN. 


Vice-Consul-General E. G. Babbitt, of Yokohama, 
states that the use of condensed milk in Japan has been 
steadily increasing, attributed largely to the fact that 
so many mothers are obliged to work in the mills, fac- 
tories, and other places where their children cannot 
accompany them. Fresh milk is expensive and the 
supply unequal to the demand in the vicinity of the 
large cities. Mr. Babbitt continues: 

“The number of milch cows registered in Japan at 
the end of 1907 was only 42,120. There are few estab- 
lishments making condensed milk, but of their opera- 
tions or success little can be learned. 

“During 1899 173,467 dozen cans, valued at $194,- 
535, were imported; in 1902, 337,098, valued at $431,- 
972, while during 1908 the number of cans increased 
to gog,160, valued at $1,194,648. For the first six 
months of 1909 the figures were 446,464 dozen, valued 
at $579,273. Statistics show this to be one of the 
most important items of food products imported into 





Japan. The countries from which these shipments 
were received during 1908 were as follows:

Norway supplied a value of over $37,500 in 1908, 
against less than $1,000 in 1906 and none in 1907. 
British America shows an increase of $10,000 over 
figures for 1907. 

“The importations for 1908 were mainly into the 
ports of Yokohama, being $536,291, and Kobe, $588,- 
673, these being the distributing points for most for- 
eign products. 

“There is likely to be an increasing demand for 
condensed milk in Japan, as it can never become a 
stock-raising country, and it is doubtful whether it will 
be able to produce condensed milk in sufficient quan- 
tity and of the necessary quality at a price which can 
compete with the foreign article.”

WHY TRADE 


Consul Edwin S. Cunningham, of Durban, furnishes 
the following concerning the decrease in Natal’s im- 
ports of condensed milk from the United States: 

“The increased home production of dairy products 
is the greatest drawback for increasing the demand for 
American condensed milks. Considerable attention has 
been paid to the dairying industry, and the country 
is well adapted to pastoral pursuits. During 1907 
4,854,048 pounds of condensed milk, valued at $423,- 
789, were imported into Natal, while in 1908 4,378,611 
pounds, valued at $362,861, were imported. During 
the first half of the present year the importations were 
1,904,535 pounds, valued at $154,730,, while during 
the same period of 1908 there were imported 2,124,008 
pounds, valued at $179,885. During 1908 the importa- 
tion of condensed milk from the United Kingdom was 
$270,062, from Norway $39,360, from the United 
States $22,605, from Holland $12,594, from Germany 
$9,675, from Austria $4,034, and from Canada $2,896. 
However, Holland and Switzerland have a larger share 
of trade than the statistics indicate, as is evidenced 
by all the grocery stocks. 

“The rules prescribed by the Natal government to 
establish a standard for genuine milk, cream, butter 
and cheese and to determine what addition of ex- 
tfaneous matter shall raise a presumption that the 
milk, cream, butter or cheese is not genuine or is in- 
jurious to health, are as follows: 

1. For the purposes of the said act, milk containing a 
smaller percentage of butter fat than 3 per cent, or a smailer 
percentage of solids, other than fat, than 8.50 per cent (total 
solids, 11.50 per cent), shall be regarded as not genuine; and 
cream containing a smaller percentage than 30 per cent of 
butter fat shall be regarded as not genuine. Skimmed or sepa- 
rated milk containing a smaller percentage of total solids than 
9 per cent shall not be regarded as genuine. 

2. For the purposes of the said act, imported butter con- 
taining a higher percentage of water than 15 per cent shall 
be regarded as not genuine. 

3. Condensed milk containing a smaller percentage of butter 
fat than 10 per cent shall, for the purposes of the aforesaid 
act, be regarded as not genuine, unless sold as being manufac- 
tured from skimmed or partially skimmed milk. 

4. All brands of such condensed milk as aforesaid, and all 
brands of condensed milk manufactured from skimmed or par- 
tially skimmed milk, must be labeled with 24-point Grotesque 
No. 4 type on the sides, top, and bottom of the tin or other 
vessel in which it is sold, with a label stating that the milk in 
question is manufactured from skimmed or partially skimmed 
milk, as the case may be, and if any other substance foreign to 
milk, besides pure cane sugar, has been used in the process of 
manufacture, such must also be stated on the label in an equally 
legible manner. 

5. For the purposes of the aforesaid act, the addition to 
milk of any preservatives whatsoever shall be regarded as in- 
jurious to health. The addition to butter of any extraneous 


matter, or any preservative other than boric acid, or the addi- 
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tion to butter of a greater proportion of boric acid than 15 
grains of boric to 1 pound of butter, shall be regarded ag jn- 
jurious to health. The addition to cream or cream cheese of 
any extraneous matter, or any preservative other than borie 
acid, or the addition to cream of a greater proportion of borie 
than 12 grains to 1 pint of cream, shall be regarded ag jp- 
jurious to health. Every vessel or jar, whether open or closed 
containing cream intended for sale, to which boric acid has 
been added, shall bear a label stating in large, legible, printea 
letters that boric acid has been so added and the quantity of 
boric acid to the pint of cream. 


AMERICAN SULPHURED FRUITS IN THE GERMAN 
LAW COURTS. 

The proprietors of a firm in Cologné were prosecuted 
for adulteration of a food product. This firm had for’ 
a long time been importing the generally well-liked 
California dried apricots which had been sulphured in 
order to make them keep better. In Germany, says 
Pure Products, the highest allowable content of sul- 
phurous acid is 0.125 per cent; the food inspection au- 
thorities found in the apricots 0.166 and 0.158 per cent, 
or a few hundredths of a per cent more than the law 
allowed. The defendants’ expert, Dr. C. Niggemann, 
of Cologne, testified that even by the exercise of great 
care it is practically and technically impossible to treat 
dried fruits with sulphur so as to keep uniformly with- 
in the limits set by the government. Two other ex- 
perts, Dr. Wirtz of Bonn and Dr. Wirtz of Miilheim 
gave similar testimony. The defendant was acquitted 
and dismissed without cost. 

A firm in Erfurt which imports large quantities of 
California dried apricots, pears, peaches, prunes, 
apples, etc., was also prosecuted because the inspectors 
found a box containing dried peaches which had a con- 
tent of 0.134 per cent of sulphurous acid. On the testi- 
mony of the local health officer the local magistrate’s 
court imposed a fine of 20 marks for selling foodstuff 
dangerous to health. An appeal was taken to a higher 
court, which after listening to further expert testimony 
discharged the defendant without cost. The expert 
testimony was given by German scientific authorities of 
the first rank: Prof. Dr. Hofmann, privy health coun- 
cillor, member of the imperial health office, and head 
of the Hygienic Institute of the University of Leipsig; 
Prof. Dr. Fresenius, of Wiesbaden; and Dr. R. Kaiser, 
of Nuremburg, president of the Association of Ger- 
man Manufacturers, and Dealers in Food Products, 
The testimony of all three of these experts was to the 
effect that according to the present state of science and 
practical experience, dried fruit containing 0.134 per 
cent of sulphurous acid was not deleterious to health, 
particularly in view of the circumstance that in the 
process of soaking and cooking which such fruits un- 
dergo in the kitchen this small amount of sulphurous 
acid is reduced by half. In his testimony Privy Coun- 
cillor Dr. Hofmann laid emphasis on the fact that im 
keeping quality and aromatic taste dried peaches and 
apricots that have been treated with sulphur are dis- 
tinctly better than fruit not so treated, the latter being 
generally brown and miscolored in appearance. For 
this reason and on account of its comparatively low 
price, dried sulphured fruit has become an article muck 
in demand among all classes of the population ; many 
thousand cases are consumed annually: Further, 
neither in the literature nor in medical circles is a sin- 
gle case recorded where the eating of dried fruit con- 
taining even more than 0.134 per cent of sulphurous 
acid has resulted in discomfort or injury to health. 

These decisions are to be regarded with satisfaction. 
It would be well if in many other burning questions a 
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more liberal bearing and broad outlook could be no- 
ticeable. The public makes a direct demand for dried 
fruit products with a pleasing appearance. The manu- 
facturer must take account of this demand. Unfor- 
tunately our bureaucratic food inspection control pays 
too little regard to the maxim of Pawloff, that man 
eats not only with his mouth but also with his eyes. 
The testimony of the experts is that sulphurous acid is 
not deleterious to health. In view of the opinion of 
Prof. Dr. Hofmann it is to be hoped that the chemical 
experts, who have opposed the presence of sulphurous 
acid in dried fruits, will reconsider their position. 


ONE TROUBLE WITH CANNED GOODS. 

In order that the food products of any manufac- 
turer prove successful and profitable in the long run, 
the goods must bring repeat orders from consumers to 
retailers. This is the chief end which every manufac- 
turer of feod products should seek. Any amount of 
commercial trading and technical squabbling and ar- 
rangements and what not between manufacturer, 
broker, jobber and retailer is of no avail or value un- 
less the court of last resort, which in this case is the 
consumer, decides that the product is worth buying 
over again, and should it be so determined by the 
consumer, each consumer’s particular retailer will 
have calls for the goods, which he must accordingly 
carry, and the manufacturer’s outlet is thus assured. 

As an aid to repeat orders from consumers there 
is nothing more helpful than an absolutely honest label. 
Canned goods labels have been materially improved 
throvghout the country under the pure fcod law, but 
there are still opportunities for improvement, and some 
of our more progressive canners realize this and are 
advocating a more strict and technical compliance with 
the requirement of honesty in the label. 

Labels on canned goods should tell absolutely the 
quality of the goods enclosed in the can, and if the 
manufacturer or jobber (should it be the jobber’s 
name on the lakel) puts out gcods which the label 
states are “choice,” “fancy,” etc., when they are not, 
his gain and profit is but temporary and he is not build- 
ing a business for himself for the future. A great 
deal of harm has been done in the past, all over the 
United States, by loose wording of labels as to quality. 
A can’s label may truthfully state the character of the 
contents so far as variety, size, packer or jobber, etc., 
are concerned, but if it states that the contents of the 
package is “choice” California fruit, the California 
fruit enclosed should be choice, and not second or 
some other low grade, unevenly packed and different 
in every can.- There is no detriment to an industry in 
supplying any demand there may be for cheap goods, 
second rate canned goods packed in water, etc., if 
anyone wants to buy such (and there are many), but 
they should be labeled for just what they are. If, 
however, the industry, and accordingly every person 
engaged in it, is to obtain the best results for efforts 
put forth, the label should state exactly the contents 
and not exaggerate in any particular. It is more the 
matter of exaggeration than anything else that this 
article is aiming at the correction of, although there 
are as well many instances of willful misrepresenta- 
tion. Only put “strictly choice” labels on strictly 
choice fruit. If the goods are seconds packed in 
water, label them so. If they are extra fancy, the 
latel, of course, should so read, but see that thev are 
extra fancy and that the syrup is heavy, etc., if the 
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labelsays so. Then the canner will have no trouble 
selling the same goods to the same trade again another 
year.—California Fruit Grower. 

FROGRESS MADE IN THE CULTURE OF ASPARAGUS. 

Commendable work with asparagus is being done 
at Concord, Mass., under the direction of C. W. 
Prescott, president of the Massachusetts Asparagus 
Association, and the federal government in co-opera- 
tion with the State Experiment station at Amherst. 
our years ago several of the representative asparagus 
growers in the town of Concord, which section has 
1,000 acres of asparagus, held a meeting and discussed 
the advisability of experiments having for their object 
discovery of some rust-resistant variety of asparagus, 
The result was the organization of a state asparagus 
growers’ association. 

Then this association took up with the Department 
of Agriculture the matter of rust and other problems 
connected with asparagus culture. After much en- 
terprising work on the part of the organization, the 
government established a sub-experiment station at 
Concord, and Mr. Prescott was placed in charge. 

Regarding the experiments and their results, the 
American Agriculturist says that they “have been con- 
fined largely to the matter of a rust-resistant type, 
and also the relation of different fertilizers to the crop 
in general, and to the matter of rust resistance in par- 
ticular. In the fertilizer test forty plots of one-twen- 
tieth of an acre each were set out. One of the tasks 
is to see what a large, a medium, and a small appli- 
cation of nitrogen will do for the plants. Another trial 
is being made in the same line for potash, and still a 
third for phosphoric acid. Ashes and kainit are being 
used side Ly side, and thus far the kainit seems to be 
doing rather the better. However, it must be under- 
stood that it is impossible to draw and close conclu- 
sions thus early in the tests. This is likewise true 
in the rust-resistant work. 

“The Argenteuil variety is the best type thus far 
found. In colleciing samples for the breeding work, 
Mr. Prescott traveled over New Jersev, Long Island 
and Masachusetts, selecting plants here and there, seed 
from which was saved and plants propagated. Nu- 
merous crosses were also made. ‘There is a young 
nursery of two acres or more where all manner of 
crosses are going on, and where selection of plants 
for practical work is made. 

“In addition to the rust-resistant and fertilizer tests, 
an interesting experiment is being tried out this year 
with about one-half an acre under cloth. The same 
sort of arrangement is used for this as tobacco grow- 
ers use for their shade-grown product. It is believed 
this will not only protect the asparagus, but will bring 
it on earlier, perhaps have a desirable effect in keeping 
off rust, and will also prevent wind from causing 
stalks to grow crooked, as is so frequently the case. 
Last year this same plan was tried on a very small 
scale, and it appeared to have great possibilities. An- 
other thing tried last year was putting up a canvas 
shield on a frame about 8 feet high. This was run 
along the side from which the prevailing winds came. 
Mr. Prescott said it worked very satisfactorily and 
was well worth while. 

“Of all things,’ said Mr. Prescott, “be sure to 
strongly impress upon your readers the tremendous 
importance of thorough preparation of land for aspar- 
agus. Since we have started our tests here on these 
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experimental grounds the previous preparation the 
land has been given shows why so many people fail 
with the crop. Start a year ahead to prepare your 
land. I| find buckwheat sown at the rate of two 
bushels to the acre an ideal thing to put on about 
the midddle of July, and then plow it under in the fall 
before it ripens. There is nothing better to kill out 
witchgrass than to plow your land early, keep it thor- 
oughly cultivated until July 15, and then sow your 
buckwheat. The next spring follow with the aspara- 
gus bed, and you will have the right sort of a start. 
I have been trying crimson clover on my own fields, 
and believe there are fine possibilities in that line. 
Another thing, set only yearling plants. It is a mis- 
take to buy three and four year old roots. Anywhere 
from the middle to the last of April is a good time to 
set asparagus plants. We have tried here sowing the 
seed where plants are to stand, but it does not seem 
to work very satisfactorily.’ 

“While the rust-resistant variety has not yet been 
originated, it must be remembered that it takes time 
to establish new and favorable generations and observe 
their behavior. Farmers will be fortunate indeed if 
conclusive results are secured during the ten years 
which it is understood the experiment will run.” 


FIGURES ON INTERNAL COMMERCE OF UNITED 
STATES DURING AUGUST, 1909. 

A continued improvement in the industrial situation 
of the country is indicated by the reports of leading 
internal commerce movements received during the past 
month by the bureau of statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. Unusually large movements 
of soft coal, coke and iron ore, a correspondingly 
heavy output of pig iron, and large shipments of lum- 
ber to consuming centers are a few indications of 
increasing industrial activity. The traffic activity of 
the railroads, as measured by the number of cars 
handled by the principal car service associations and 
demurrage bureaus in various parts of the country, 
for the first time show a larger total than for the cor- 
responding month in 1907. The grain receipts at the 
leading interior markets were larger than during Au- 
gust in the two previous years. The movement of 
livestock and provisions, also of hard coal, continued 
lighter than in former years. 

Receipts of livestock during August at seven pri- 
mary markets, 3,039,455 head, while considerably in 
excess of the low July figures, were, however, short 
of the August, 1908, and 1907 figures of 3,232,441 
and 3,130,225 head, all the important packing centers 
except Omaha showing smaller monthly totals than a 
year ago. Of the total received, 857,622 head were 
cattle, 94.774 calves, 1,093,495 hogs, 962,257 sheep, 
and 31,307 horses and mules. The largest loss, as 
compared with 1908 figures, is shown in the receipts 
of hogs, while gains appear under the head of cattle 
and sheep. The receipts for the eight months ending 
August, 24,809,491 head, were likewise below the cor- 
responding totals in the two preceding years, the losses 
in the receipts of hogs alone amounting to 14 per cent, 
as compared with the corresponding 1908 figures. 
Smaller season receipts are also shown for cattle, 
horses and mules, while the 1909 figures for calves and 
sheep show small gains over thé cofresponding 1908 
totals. 

The August shipments of packing house products 
from Chicago, 181,241,313 pounds, likewise fell below 
the corresponding 1908 and 1907 shipments of 184,- 
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319,378 and 202,266,960 pounds. Losses are showy 
in the case of the principal products except pickled 
beef, cured meats, stearin and tallow. The shipments 
during the year to August 31, 1,378,384,882 pounds, 
were below the like shipments for the period since 
1903, the largest losses occurring under the head of 
fresh beef and lard, these losses corresponding more or 
less to the decreased exports of these articles as re. 
ported by the bureau. The eastward trunk line move- 
ment of provisions from Chicago during the thirty- 
four weeks of the year, 607,396 tons, shows an analo- 
gous decrease compared with the corresponding 1908 
and 1907 figures of 704,068 and 764,042 tons. 

Grain receipts during the months at fifteen primary 
interior markets, 77,390,860 bushels, compare favor- 
ably with like receipts for the same month in 1go8 and 
1907 of 70,329,449 and 72,537,039 bushels. The prin- 
cipal gains as compared with August, 1908, receipts 
are shown for Chicago and St. Louis, the only impor- 
tant market showing considerable loss being Minnea- 
polis. Of the total received, 31,254,449 bushels was 
wheat, 17,204,553 bushels corn, 25,539,739 bushels 
oats, 2,655,211 bushels barley, and 736,908 bushels rye, 
The above total does not include 247,404 bushels of 
flaxseed reported from six interior markets. All 
classes of grain, with the exception of barley, show 
larger monthly receipts than a year ago. The receipts 
for the twelve months of the crop season ending Au- 
gust aggregated 753,830,314 bushles, compared with 
759,882,331 and 838,921,920 bushels reported for 1908 
and 1907 crop seasons. The twelve months, receipts 
of wheat, 259,213,129 bushels ; corn, 207,407,188 bush- 
els ; oats, 196,564,257 bushels, and rye, 8,397,539 bush- 
els, were smaller than for the preceding crop season, 
while those of barley, 82,248,009 bushels, largely ex- 
ceeded the like receipts for the two previous seasons. 

Livestock receipts during the month at the four 
principal Atlantic seaports, 781,359 head, compared 
favorably with like receipts for August, 1908, of 775,- 
272 head. Receipts of cattle, calves and sheep show 
larger totals, while those of hogs show a smaller total 
than a year ago. Arrivals during the eight months, 
6,079,842 head, fell below the 6,389,600 head reported 
for the eight months of the preceding year, mainly 
because cf the smaller number of hogs received at 
these cities. The combined grain receipts at these 
fovr markets, 14,337,825 bushels, were below the like 
totals for August, 1908 and 1907, of 17,362,249 and 
19,472,604 bushels. The August receipts of wheat, 
4,381,787 bushels, show a decline of over 40 per cent 
as compared with the August, 1908, receipts. The 
flour receipts during the month, 1,168,234 barrels, on 
the other hand, were slightly larger than those for 
August in the preceding vear. The total grain re- 
ceipts at these four cities for the eight months of the 
year, 92,122,890 bushels, also show large losses when 
compared with the figures for the two preceding vears. 
The wheat receipts for the period, 19,177,662 bushels, 
were more than 10,000,000 bushels below the corres- 
ponding 1908 total. The corn receipts, 14,870,722 
bushels, were 22 per cent below the corresponding 1908 
figures, while the flour receipts for the eight months, 
7.720,586 barrels, also show a considerable decline 
when compared with like 1908 figures. Correspond- 
ing decreases are shown by the export figures for 
these articles. 

Sight receipts of cotton during the year ending 
August 31 are stated as 13,797,504 bales, compared 
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with 11,592,489 and 13,489,337 tales for the 1907-8 
and 1906-7 crop seasons. Of the total receipts for 
the season just ended, 8,586,569 bales were exported 
and 5,239,991 bales taken by American spinners. The 
northern mills are credited with season takings of 2,- 
680,118 bales, while the takings of the southern mills 
are given as 2,559,873 bales. The stocks at United 
States ports, under date of August 31, are given at 
180,418 bales, or a total smaller than that reported 
under the same date of the preceding two; years. 
Of the total port receipts, over 32 per cent is credited 
to Galveston, cver 20 per cent to New Orleans, and 
about 15 per cent to Savannah, the combined receipts 
at these ports constituting over 70 per cent of the total 
port receipts for the season. 

The movement of bituminous coal during the month 
over eight of the leading eastern coal-carrying roads 
aggregated 8,961,034 tons, compared with 8,130,882 
tons during the corresponding month in 1908. The 
quantity of coke carried during the month over these 
same roads, 2,204,132 toms, was about 64 per cent in 
excess of the corresponding 1go8 total. Aggust ship- 
ments of anthracite coal from the eastern producing 
regions, 4,198,273 gross tons, on the other hand, show 
a decided decrease as compared with the August, 1908, 
shipments of 4,599,093 gross tons. 

The value of building permits granted by municipal 
authorities of ninety leading cities in all parts of the 
country is stated as $65,073,337; this total, while $o,- 
000,000 below the July, 1909, total, indicates, however, 
an improvement of almost 40 per cent as compared 
with the corresponding August, 1908, results. 

Reports from thirty-three car service associations 
and demurrage bureaus covering practically the entire 
territory of the United States, give the total number of 
cars handled as 2,805,2g0, which, for the first time, 
exceeds the number ef the corresponding monthly 
total handled in 1907. The figures for the eight months 
reported by these organizations, 19,440,634 cars, are 
still a million short of the total reported for the cor- 
responding 1907 period. 


GROWTH OF THE GULF PORTS. 


Certainly the fact that both in exports and imports 
Galveston has had a greater increase than any other 
port is a fact of which not only Galveston but Texas 
should be proud. We have no doubt that Galveston 
will continue to enjoy that distinction. We believe 
even that Galveston is destined to rival if not excel 
New York in the value of foreign commerce passing 
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over its wharves. The law of economy is working jn 
its behalf, and instead of being hindered by powerfy 
transportation interests, it is being facilitated by them, 
It used to be, not so very long ago, that the influence 
of practically all of the great transportation interests 
was on the side of either the Atlantic or Pacific ports, 
They tilted export commerce, not in the direction of 
the shortest route, but in the direction of the longest 
and most costly. Now it is quite otherwise. There 
are transportation systems whose interests are in the 
Gulf ports powerful enough to turn artificial trade 
currents. They have done it, are doing it, and will 
continue to do it, and as they succeed Galveston’s in- 
crease will become even more rapid than it has been— 
Galveston Morning News.

He can tell from his records how 
fast the goods are going, how long it will take to get 
a repeat order, and what extras there are to consider. 
He can show what he wrote last year, and what the 
other man said in reply. He can locate a trouble 
quickly, and remedy it effectively and permanently.— 
The Commercial. 

So far as the pack on Alaska Reds is concerned, the 
situation seems to be very similar to that of last year. 
The pack at Bristol Bay was one of the best for 
several years past and with the exception of 1908, the 
largest for five years. At Chignik the pack is up to 
last year, but at Kodiak and Karluk the run was late, 
quite a shortage being reported. Puget Sound is also 
behind last year.—Pacific Fisherman.
